But 
this we all know by common approv d experi- 
ence, that Man that ir borne of a Woman tu of ſhort 
continuance. He commethforth like a Flower and it 
cut downe, he flyeth alſo as a ſhadow and continueth 
not. Some therefore who knew not of any other 
world after this, in defence of natures wayes 
and providence, maintained,that ſhe had in fome 
manner ſatisfied the defire of man in making him 
generative. Nam quodammodo ipſe putatur vivere, 
cujmu progenies vivit, ( For that man in ſome ſort may 
be thought yet alive, whoſe progeny u living) as | 
may ſay in the words of Caſsiodore with little al- 
teration.

The immortality of the minde (all chat it is capa-

( as I ſuppoſe) almoſt ever fince the new building of it : 
bur certainly from the 31. of Hex. 6.Forthen ( as Eaw. 4 
in his Charter recites ) he grantedit to the City by his 
Charter, in theſe words. Caſtodiars Gaiole ſuede Weſtgate 
predifF Civitatis ſue Cantnar, ad priſonts twnc incarceratos & 
extunc iMcarcerendos infra eandem Civitatem & ſuburb. pro 
quocungue crimine ſeutanſa cuptos ſen capiendos, detinendos in 
eadems per ſe vel Miniſtros fuos &6.

taine. I trace itin many records (ſome 450yearesold and 
more ) of Chriſt-Church, which had the Patronage of 
that and Saint Hichaet of Burgate, confirmed tothem 
inand by a Bull of Pope Alex. 3. and in many like Buls 
{ince. The Parſon thereof inthe yeare 1381. as thoſe re- 
cords informe me, made an ckenge of it and Burgate 
to which it was an annexed Chap. for Portpole Chantery in 
Pauls. This being certaine, it1sno lefſe ſure that it Rood 
not farre from the Gate, by the name of it ; yet not very 
neare, it 1s like, becauſe the bounders of the City-Wall 
and ground under it, betweene Northgate and Quenin- 
gate, and betweene it and Burgate, granted to Chrift- 
Church, neither of chem 'mention it: and 1ckhams

Of what antiquity this Ditch is (I confeſſe) I cannot 5. .,... 
well tell. Inthe Survey of our City in Doomſday Booke, the City ho+y 
I meet with Foſſaturs Civitatis, but in what ſenſe Idoe not 9vcievc. 
well know. For whether the City-Ditch be there inten- +» 
ded, or ſome ſiege ratheror aloe: ie the City (for 


that fenſe the word Foſ/atwmallo carries :) itis to me ſome 
queſtion. Eleven of thoſe Burgeſes (ſaith Doomſday) that 
were in Canterbury in the Confeſlors time, Yaſtar: ſunt in 
Foſſato Civitatis. If it had beene ſaid eleven Burgeſes 
houſes or manſions were ſo laid waft, it had beene ſome- 
what plaine. It might have beene ſnppoſed their Vaſta- 
tion had beene to make way for the Ditch. But you ſec 
what the wordsare. Either there isa figure in them,. or 
the Ditch is not ſo old. It foold, noplatind afterwards. 
For Queene Alianor'sletters before preſented, ſpeake of 
fortifying the City, not onely »urw, but foſfatrs too, as 
in want of both. 

This our Ditch (it ſeemes ) was originally of agreat 3:caat of*1,- 
breadth, 159. foot over, as I find by the records of a ſuite Ditch. 
commenced by the City againſt Archbiſhop Peckham, in 
the reigne of Z4.1. the 18. yeare, who charging upon the 
Archbiſhop (but erroneouſly, the Jury finding it not his, 
but his Tenents fa& ) for incroching upon the City- 
ditch, and ftreightning of it with houſes built upon it a- 
bout Weſtgate, to the Cities great damage and atinoy- 
ance, in regard that the Riverrunning through that =_

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of the ditch, many times overflowed the banks, to the 
reatdetriment ofthe Town-wall, make challenge to a 
ditch of 150foot broad in theſe words.

To approachnearerto the Caſtle it ſelte, whoſe entrance

other that Rudhnd:bras, or Ludrudibras, long before built it. 

You may beleeve them if you pleaſe. For my part I ſub- 

icribe herein toM- Cambadens opinion. It carries (faith he) 

noſhew of any great antiquity *, and very probably. For: z,y,mu. 1 
inall the fieges of our City, and the harrowing and fack- X. 

ing of ic bythe Danes, atlarge related by our Hiſtorians, 
eſpecially 
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eſpecially that moſt remarkable (becauſe moſt lamentable) 
one in King Etheldreqs time, copiouſly ſtoried by Roger 
Hoveden, and our Countryman Sport, telling us firſt of the 
ſiege of the City, with the continuance of it, the trea- 
chery by which the enemy ſurpriſed it, and diverſe other 
particulars thereof ; what is there ofany Caſtle, bur altum 
{ilentium? It was builded by the Normans, faith M* Camb- 
den. Indeed both hee ' and Spced ” informe us, that the 
Conquerour, for his better ſubduing and bridling of the 
ſuſpected partsof the Kingdome, builded Caſtles at fuch 
places, namely at Cambridge, Ltncolne, Nottingham, Staf- 
ford, andelſewhere. A piece of policy, which I finde pra- 
Etiſedabroad. 1z Marchia Brandeburgenſti, cum Cives Berli- 
nenſesin ſuum tumultuarentur Magiſtratum, Fridericus Mar= 
chio interveniens , impoſuit urbi arcem frenum libertatts ", 
Might not this be one of the Caſtles fo built by the Con. 
querour? Iconceive not: forTItake it to bee ſomewhar, 
but yet not much elder. Becauſe it appeares by Doomſday- 
Booke, that the Conquerour had this Caſtle by exchange 
made with the Archbiſhop, and the Abbot of S* Auguſtines; 
who had for it, the latter 14. the former 7. Burgenſes, 1 
ſuppoſe it built in the /zter-:m of the Daniſh maſſacre, and 
the Norman conqueſt. Cleerely Doomſday Booke hath it; 
but before, it occurres not any where. Shortly after (as I 
finde) certaine of the Monke of S* Auguſtine, quitting the 
Abbey in the broyle betweene Archbiſhop Lanfranc and 
them, about Gwids or Widothe 42. Abbat, ſheltered them- 
ſelves under, or within this Caſtle. For, of them ſome for 
their rebellion being committed to the City Priſon, by 
Lanfranc's command, wunciatum et eiceteros abire juſſos ſub 
Caſtro (ad eccleſiam $* Miltrudis poſito) conſediſſe *. The next 
thing that I read of it is, that Lewis the French Dolphin 
(Stow is my Author) arriving in the Ile of Thaxet, and 
afterward at Sandwich, and landing his forces, without re- 
ſiktance, comes to Canterbury where he received both Ca- 
ſtle and City into his ſubjection P, 

Within this Caſtle in former time there wasa —_ 
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Priſon kept. For proofe whereof I could muſter up many 
Teſtimonies from records of good credit. But becauſe 
tradition keepes it yet in memory with ſome , one ſhall 
ſuffice, which 1 have from the Crowne-Rols. Ewaſio (ſaith 
the Record) Walteri de Wedering, & Martini at Gate de 
Lamberherſt.

The greateſt changell of chis our river, ran anciently

tering of his mill at Weſtgate:which the Jury found to have 
been done before partly in Archb. &:{warby , and partly in 
Archb. Bon:face times *. The channell to Weſtgate then

This ſuit happenedin the yeare 1366. however this paſ. 
fage of it mentions the Maiors of the City, which came not 
into being, by name, untillalmoſt a 100. yeares atter. Since 
theſe times, the caſe is altered with this mill. For (I take 
it)the City bakers of theſe dayes , neither are tied to grinde 
their corn at this mill ( as by this note they ſeem to be: ) nor 
yet have any ſuch priviledge of grinding at that mill toll- 
tree, as then, for white bread. I have but one thing more to 
acquaint you with touching this mil. And it is that one 1/4/- 
liam Bennet a Citizenand an Alderman of Cazr. about the 
yeare 1462. in his will, appoints his executours to buy 300 
toot of Aſheler or Folk-ſtone to make a wharte about the 
Kings mill ®, 

I come now to Abbats-Mill, the next upon the Streame 
to Kings-Mill. It was called ſo becauſe it did heretofore 
belong to the Abbey of S* Auguſtine. Whereof Ifinde men- 
tion in King Stephens time. For then (as Thorne * hath it) 
Hugh, theſecond of the name, Abbat of the place, diſtin-

The further diſcovery of this Abbeys foundation and 
originall; Tleave to you to make and take (it youpleale) 
from the enſuing tranſcripts of the Founders Charters, 
fourein number, whereof the three former are of Ezhel.

Theſe auſpicious beginnings had anſwerable proceed- 
ings. For the foundation of the Abbey thus laid, it be- 
came inprocefle of time much adyanced, both in the in- 
largement of herbuildings, and augmentations of her in- 
dowment, For the firſt, After the death of King Erhcl6, 
Eadbaldxs ( his ſonne ) at the inſtance of Lawrence the 
Archb* buildeda faire Church in this Monaftery _— 

RT called 
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called 5. Maries. After Eadbaldus, King Canute (the great 
Monarch of this Realme : ) Zge!ſine ( the Abbat that fled 
for feare of the Conquerout: ) Scorlandus ( whom the ſame 
King put in Egelſx's place : ) Hugh Florias ( that was of kin- 
dred to King William Rufus , and by him made Abbat: ) 
were the perſons that chiefly inceenthd the building: ſome 
beſtowing Churches and Chapels; ſome Dortors and Re- 
fetories or dining places, and others other fort of edi- 
fices?. 

Now for the latter, her increaſe in poſſeſſions and indow- 
ment, it would be too tedious a matter to particularize but 
the one halte of the donations and grants of lands and re- 
venues that were made and given by the multitude of be- 
nefaors ofall ſorts, who our of the heat of their deyotion 
tothe place, for the double founders ſake, the onethe great 
inſtrument of Chriſtianiſme brought and wrought amongſt 
the Saxon people of thoſe parts, the other ( by Gods bleſ- 
{ing on his endeavours ) the firft Chriſtian King of the 
Engliſh-Saxon race, ſtrived of holy zeal, according to their 
knowledge to out-ftripone another in an open handed li- 
beralitie tochis Abbey. The Royall benefaQtors ( for I ſhall 
omit the reſt ) after Erhelb. ( as Thorne informs me ) were 
chiefly theſe. King Zadbald his ſonne and next Succeſlor, 
who gave the mannor of Northborne,confiſting of z3oplough- 
lands. King Lothaire, who gave z plough- hk in Stodmerſh. 
King Withred, who gave the mannor of Littleborne of 5 
plough-Jands. King Eadbert his ſonne, who gave 6 plough- 
lands in Little-CMongehaw. King Edmund , whole gitt was 
2 plough lands in Syber:ſweld. Kenewnlf King of Merciaand 
Cuthred King of Kent , whogave the mannor of Lenham, 
conſiſting of 20 plough-lands and x3 Denes. King Ethel- 
wulf the Weſt-Saxon, who gave 40 Caſlatos ( Manſions I 
take it) in Zenham, King Ethelhert the Weſt-Saxon alſo, 
who gave the mannor of 4/:r:0n in Eaſt Keyt, of 3 plough- 
lands. King Canute, who together with the body S. Mildred 
the virgin of Thaxet , gave unto the Abbey allthe indow- 
ment of that late Monaftery, King Edgar who gave Plum- 
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ſted, of 4 ploughlands. Edward the Conteflor, who gave all 
the land he hadin Fordwich, 

The ſucceeding Kings , for the moſt part, were rather 
confirmers or reftorers of the old , then contributers of 
new poſſeflionsto this Abbey. Whoſe Charters ( as the 0- 
thers).are many of them already publiſhed partly in Reyner's 
Avoſtolatus Benediftinorum , and partly in Wevers Funerall 
Monuments. 'W herefore I ſpare their recitall here. Nei- 
ther will I wade or enter farre into diſcourſe of the once 
fouriſhing eſtate ofthis ancient Abbey, leftI finde it (asI 
may juſtly teare it ) even endlefſe.

dome did orcould in all points paralellir, 

Onely let me, ere my cloze, acquaint you from M- L am 
bert 4, thatthe houſe, before the diſſolution, had five Co- 
vents, conſiſting ( ſaith he ) of 65 Monks, Benedictines, or 
of the order of the Black monks of S. Bezet, which began 
here inEngland with their Founder, (the nature hereof ſec 
hereatrer in Chriſt-Church: ) And,as he addes {beſide Juriſ- 
diction over an whole lath of 3 hundreds) it had poſſeſſion 
of livelihood tothe value of 808, / by yeare. Herein, (I ſup- 
—_ tollowing the eſtimate of her temporalties, taxed at 
that ſumme by the Popes Delegates, the Biſhops of 1inche- 
fter and Lincoln, Iohn and 0liver, inthe yeare 1292. authori- 
{ed totaxand rate the temporalties of all the Clergy both 
religious and ſecular throughout the Kingdome , tor the 
levying ofa tenth thereby, which the Pope had granted to 
the King ( £4. 1.) in ſubſidiunm terre ſancte*. But it ſeems 
thatupon the ſurrenderand ſuppreſſion of the Abby, which 
happened 4.Decemb. 29. Hen 8. that eſtimate was well neare 
doubled, For (as Speed and IVever both have it) it was then 
valned, as the-Record in the Kings Exchequer ſhows, at 
1412. lib, 45. 5d, ob. q. 7 :

of the flouriſhing eſtate of this Abbey, 

It neither may, nor will (I know ) be imagined but that 
this Abbey tafted of bothtortunes, Wherefore as you have 
heard ſomewhat of theweale, ſo now give me leave with 
what brevitie I can, to acquaint alſo with the wo; the detri- 
ments I mean and dyſaſters, that have at any time abated, 
and at laſt fatally obſcured and finally extinguiſhed the glo- 
ry and Majeſty of this once famous and opulent Abbey. 

- Whereofthe firſt in time and not of leaſt regard was her 
lofſe of the long enjoyed right and intereſt to the burialls 
of the Kings and Archbiſhops, of which, the former, in 
Archbiſhop Brightwald's, and the latter in Catbert's dayes 
were firſt taken from it *, 

Another was the $rievous and frequent infeſtation of 
the place by the Danes: which ( however their Chroni- 
clers, for their Abbeys greater glory, ſometimes aſcribe 
their ſafety , defence and deliverance trom thoſe Invaders 
to a miraculous preſervation :) yet doubtleſſe either ſuffer- 
ed their violence, orat the leaft, and at the beſt, purchaſed 
their peace ( and ſoprevented their greater calamity ) ata 
deare rate, and with coſtly redemptions, eſpecially in that 
lamentable ſpoil and devaſtation of the City under King 
Erheldred , in the yeare 1011, The recorders of the trag- 
call tory whereof, the elder Monks, Henry of Huntingion, 
Roger Hoveden, and others, (whoſe pens a miracle ſo mainly 
tending to the advancement of Monkery, in all likelihood 
could not have eſcaped )tellof no ſuch miracle as Thorne 
will have the Abbey then reſcued and ſaved by, which was, 
that when a Dane had taken hold of S. Auguſtines pall or 
cloak ( wherewith his rombe was covered ) it ſtuck ſo faſt 
to his fingers, that by no means poſlible he could loſe ir, till 
he came and yeelded himſeltto the Monks, and made for- 
rowfull confeſſion of his fault. Which thing ſo terrifi-d the 
reft of the Danes, that they deſifted and ceaſed from inva- 
ding the Monaſtery, and became chiet proteQtors and de-

which timely to moderate the betore unlimited libertie of 
the Laity in that kinde, likely in time to giveall to God, 
and leave nothing, or but little, for Ceſar and themſelves , 
by their over forwardnefle and extreame excefle in that 
kinde of operative devotion ( a thing conſidering their full 
perſwafion of the meritorious nature of it, nothing ſtrange)

That as the ſituation of two of theſe Pariſh-Chur- 
ches will not admitof wa adjoyning Churchyard: the one, 
like Fan-Churchin Londen, ſtanding in the middeft of the 
ſtreet, the other inathrong of contiguous houſes ; ſothe 
the third needed none in regard of the neereneſle of it to 
this Churchyard of the Abby, which in right & title(I take 
it) of foundation, had the patronage of it > Thatit was the 
knowne Monkiſhpolicy, for the gaineſake, to draw allthe 
burials they could to their Abbey, and for that end proba- 
bly at the Churches toundation, wittingly debarred the 
people of a Churchyard,to their Church:and laſtly that this 
Abbey and Cimitery was built and ſet apart fora buriall 
of old, whenas yet it was not lawtull to bury in Cities. If 
theſe things (Iſay) ſhall be made appeare and proved, as 
they eaſily may, what judicious and indifferent man then 
will conceive, againſt the ſtrength of ſo much probability 
and preſumption to the contrary, that theſe Churches had 
theirproper Cimiteries adjoyning to them, however there 
may be ſome who (in confidence of not being gaineſaid,

2.time, to wit in the yeare 1321. the Parſon of 
this Church, and the Maſter of the Free-Schoole of the 
City tell at odds about the rights and priviledges of their 
ſeverall Schooles: the Par'qn aforeſaid, in 1ght of this 
Church, and by concurrent Cuftome, challengingaliber- 
ty tothe keeping of a Free-Schoole there, which the other

ad It eemes this Hoſpitall, and Saint Gregorzes did not well 
agree together, For after this, to wit inthe yeare 1225. 
the Proctor and brothers of this Hoſpitall, ſued the Prior 
and Canons of Saint Gregories, before the Abbat of Fever- 
ſham, and the Prior and Archdeacon of Rocheſter (the 
Popes Deligates, it's like) tor the Tithcs of Molonde befides 
i Liber, Boſp. Hepyntone, to wit (faith the Leiger*) of 80 Acresof Land 
S: Lawreati of the Earle of Gloceſters Fee ; but with what ſuccefleI doe 
not finde. 
Now to Deaingdale Tithes againe. Afterwards in the 
yeare 1320. Robert de Malling, the Commiſiary of Canterb, 
ve ſentence with this Hoſpitall forthe Tithes both of the 
ame Mannor, andalſoof 3eo Acres and more of Land of 
Thomas Chich and his Tenents, lying within the limits and 
bounds of Saint Mary Bredin's Pariſh, upon cleare evidence 
of the Hoſpitals right to the ſame by ancient Muniments 
> /z&.H9p. and otherwiſe *. For theſe laſt named Tithes of the 300.

times (as I am credibly informed) the place became the 
ſeate of the Aortons, and lo loſt it former name, The 
Tithesof this Mannor (of Dodrngdale) Richard de Marci (as 
I teld you before in S* Lawrence) betweene foure and five 
hundred yeares {ince, gave untothat Hoſpitall, by his deed 
or Charter of this Tenor *.

The Church of Rocheſter hath, or at leaſt ſometime had,,. 
aportion of Tithes at or neare this place. Foras M' Seldez 
(trom the Chartulary of that late Monaſtery) relates ”. Hai- 
mo filins Guidonts de Dudindale, confirmes, in puram && per- 
petuamelemoſinam, the gitt made by his Anceſtors, Geyold 
his Grand-father and Gy his Father, of all the Tithes of 
his Land in Dxdizdale;, which was afterward confirmed alſo 
by his ſonne and heire 7949. This Tithery at this day paſſegh 
by the vame of Dodinedale Tithery. Of which all or ſome 
part (it ſeemes) lay within the limits of Saint Afary Caſtle 
Pariſh in Cart. asI colle& hence, that (as I have it from 
DoGtor T:{eſley 4) a cauſe was brought inthe yeare 1231, by 
Richard Vicar ſanite Marie de Caſtello, againft the Prior of 
Rocheſter, forthe Tith of an Acre of Land, which was gi- 
ven, bythe predeceſſors of 1onof Dadinaale, tothe Prio. 
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ry : as by the ſentence afterward appeared. 
Neere unto this place lyesanother Dale or Valley called Monk*(dane, 
(becaule it was parcell of the Monks demeaſneſſe of Chrift- 
Church) Monkeſdane. It lyes by theplace, from the darke 
vaulrs (dungeon-like) which the much digging of chalke 
there hath occaſioned, called the divells Court-hall. Ar 
this place there once happened a very ſad dyſafter, which 
{tands upon record. For (as I read in the Crowne-Rolles) 
Simon filius Ade de Colynham, & Hen. filius Hen, Thetchere 
de Cant. ſedebant die ſabbati in craſtino Santti Marci, Anno R.

Amongfſtthe which, one, both of the principall 
and firſt, was the Ferme in the Pariſhes of Hakynton and 
Blean, for Firmin's Barton (asthe fore-cited Inventory cals 
it) vul q oem ona Infirme-Barton, and of ſome, miſcon- 
ceived to have apperrtained to Saint Auguſtine, Probably 
ſo named from that M' Firmin or Feramin, the quondans 
Maſter of that Hoſpitall, whereof mention is before made 
in eachof the Precedent Charters, the Donor thereof (I 
take it) and (I beleeve) achiefeagentin the Hofpitals do- 
tation, if not firſt erection alſo. The reſt of the revenew 
lay at Egerton, Charing, Merſham, Blegne, Hakynton, Natin- 
don, Thamington, Shadoxherſt, Kingfnoth, Robinge , and in 
and about the City; altogether inthe Inventory ſummo- 
ned up, de claro, at 46'.

S* Edward Waltos hath bought a great part of the lands 
which lieth about him, and he himſelt hath the Manſion 
houſe anda part of the land, and faith that the ſiſters have 
xlvjs- viij4, by the yeare penhion , and there is but one alive 
that he knoweth. 

I will now crofſe the meadows and river and make up to 
Aerbaldown, to take a ſurvey of the Hoſpitall there, Ir lies 
alſo (1 confeſſe ) out of the liberty of the City, Yer, for 
neighbourhood ſake, and in regard it was built for the be- 
nefit of leprous people of the City (as I conceive: ) and 
continues a harbour to the aged poore ( chiefly) of the 
fame, I have thought it worthy ovr ſurvey. 

BetoreIenterupon which(becauſe this was alſo a Lazar 
houſe ) let me take a little notice of the wondrous com- 
monnefle of that loathſome diſeaſe, the Elephantiaſy, or 
Leproſie inthis kingdome of old time: which M' Cambaen = 
thinks entered this lland withthe Normans. A rare dif. 
eaſe amongſt us ( thanked be God) intheſe dayes, and 
from what cauſe ſo much abounding as in our forefathers, 
is not now of us eaſily diſcovered. It ſeems to have beena 
nationall malady, and accordingly in all parts proviſion 
made for receit and reliefot ſuch pertogs as that ( as I may 
call it) comitiall diſeaſe had marked out tor ſequeſtration 
from publick commerce. W hereof there were nolefſe then 
three about this City, this of Herba/d one, S. 1acobs another, 
and S. Lawrence a third. The chiet tor wealth inthe whole 
kingdome, and headtoallrhe reſt, was that called Burton- 
lazars in Leiceſterſhire *, The priviledges communicable 
to the benefactors ( and thoſe of the traternitie ) of which 
Spittle ( the baits they laid to take devout people withall ) 
the following inſtrument willſhew, if you pcrule it.

ares who was the founder, the time alſo,and end or intent 
of the foundation of Xerbald.

With your leave I will ſupply that omiffion and ſhew you 
both what the originall indooment was,and how afterwards 
improved. 

Archbiſhop Richard, Beckets immediate Succeſſor in a 
charter< ( which I have fecn ) of his tothis, and's. obs 
Hofp. relating firſt their ereftion by his predeceffor Lar- 
franc , ſhews that he indowed them withſevenſcore pound 
peranmom, toifſue and ariſe out of his Mannors of Reculver 
and Boon, that is, tocither Hoſpitall after an equall divi- 
lion, 70116. per annum. This now was the originall indow- 
ment of both theſe Hoſpitalls. With which the ſame &:- 
chard, finding them ſcarce well able to ſabſiſt, in augmen. 
tation, added 20 (tb, p:y-annum more to their former means, 
| payable 
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payable out of Reculver Parſonage. Which 25044. conti- 


nued afterwards conſtantly paid untothem,and un-altered, 
untill Archbiſhop Kilwardby's dayes. For ſoit appeares by 
an exemplification made of certain Charters of thoſe Ho- 
ſpitalls , under the ſeal of Thomas Chichelcy, D' of the De- 
crees, Archdeacon of Canterbury , and Prothonorary tothe 
Pope, and ſigned by his Regiſtrorum Cuſtos and Attarnm Sere- 
ba : namely, that from Beckets time downward untill &/- 
wardbyes, theſe 2 Hoſpitalls had and received by equall di- 
viſion yearely 240 marks or 160 {b. of the Archbiſhops 
Chamber, faving that 20 4b. of it was paid them. of che 
Parſon of Reculver. This , Kilwardby milking , withdraws 
their ſtipend, and in lieu afſignes and appropriats overto 
them his Parſonage of Reculver, with the Chapels annexed, 
But for ſome inconveniences ( that ofthe leprous conditi- 
on of the people of this Hoſpitall, the main, rendring them 
both unable and unfittoattend and intermeddle in atithe- 
, eſpecially ſo remote: ) his next Succeſſor 1o/m Peckham 
_ and revokes what he (X:/wardby) had done, and red- 
integrates the Hoſpitalls into their former eſtate. Archbi- 
ſhop Stratford afterwards gets the King ( Ed. 3.) of whom 
this Parſonage held ix caprte, by his Charter, to pri- 
ate it menſ# Archiepiſcopali , tothe Archbiſhops table;, yet 
charged with that old payment or ſtipend, which S:vor 1/tip 


afterwards, with conſent of the Chapter, the Priorand Coe . 


vent,confirms unto them,and that(tor the better ftrengrh- 
ning of their title, maintainable as yet onely by cuRtoma- 
right, having no ſufficient j«« ſcritpum toſhow ) by his 
charter in writing, whereby to recover it, it atany timede- 
nied or t—_ Ever fince whichtime they have peace- 
ably enjoyed the ſame.

I ſhall not infiſt on the ſpecification of the other reve- 
nues of this Hoſpitall, whereof, by the charity of former 
times, it hath a pretty comperency : E/gar at Bourne and 
Tohn of Toxford neighbours to the place intheir time being 
the prime ( Itake it) of the Mans! benefactors , as King 
Hen. 3. was of the Royall, who gave to the poore here 20 
marks a yeare, out of of the City Fee-ferme , payable by

This Hoſpitalls ancient governour, nowcalled a Maſter, 
was aDcane. For to a very ancient deed of the Hoſpirall 
( amongſtether ateiioe\ one Beneaitt in the firſt place

I ſuſpe& a fleecing ofit as of other like places by 
the ſacrilegious pilteries of thoſe rayenous and wretched 
times ſet upon the ſpoil even of ( what the Proverb might 
have ievidehrns from ) the very ſpittle it ſelf. I could in- 
ſtance inſ@me particulars wherein it ſuffered, but my hafte | 
willnot permit me. 

I have now ſurrounded the Suburbs, yet having hitherto 
ſaid nothing of Weftgate-ftreet, the Suburbs ( I mean ) ly- 
ing without Weſtgate, exempt from the libertie and Fran- 
cheſe of the Ciry , give me leave here togive it aplace a. 
part, and therewith tofiniſh my ſurvey of the Suburbs, and 
thenT ſhallenter the walls. 

| Ihaveſeen p—_—_ in Eire, inrolled in the Kings 
Exchequer of the 2x. of Z4. x. wherein ( inter alia) this 
ſtreet { Weltgate-ftreet) is preſented and avouched, how 
truly 1 ot, to have anciently belonged to the Citi- 
zens of Canterbury , ſubjeR with the City to tax and aid but 
in King 7ohns time to haye been taken from the City by 
Hubert the Archbiſhop, tothe Cities great damage, in re- 


gard merchants and men of worth and eſtates —_— 
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themſelves thither, and there hous'd themſelves, and were 
defended of the Archbiſhop againft the Cities impoſitions, 
But whether this part of our Cities Suburbs, were not from 
all Antiquity, as nowit is, clearely exempted from the 
F noel and Liberty thereof, becauſe part of the Arch- 
biſhops Mannor (and Hundred) of Weſtgate, as we now 
callit, or of Stowr/ete, as of old it was named, diftin&t from 
the Ciry-Hundred ( as it:ſeemes it was no other of old) 
may deſerve inquiryand conſideration, and the rather (fith 
Doomſday Booke Records, that the Archbifhop then chal- 
lenged to have Forisfai?uram in wits extra Ciuitatem ex utra-

SomewhatT have heard of a yy at this place, F99- 


belonging, as I am told, to the Archbifhop, who did ar. 
rent it out for 164, per aunam. But I have ſcene no record 
to warrant the relation, and therefore no more of that 
untill I be better inftructed. 

The Archbiſhop and the Citizens, both (as bound by 
oath, if I miſtake not) ſtandinginthedefenceand main- 
tenance of their liberties, the one of his See, the other of 
their City, have anciently much differed about liberties 
here, but now and of along time all ſuch matters have been 
well accorded and ſettled betweene them; whcrefore, and 
becauſe I much deſire they ſhould ever fo continue, ex pro- 
feſſo, Ideclinethediſcourſe of their quarels, leaft I may 
ſeeme torub up old ſores. . 

Having now done with Weſtgate-ftreet, I will take the 
next way into the City, and that is by Weſtgate. Bur ere

He Wards of our City at this day are, as (I take it) 
y prack ever were, nor more nor lefle then {ixe in number. 
In name diſtinguiſhed and differenced from eachother, by 
the names of the fixe principall Gates, thatis. x. Weſt- 
gite-ward. 2. Newingate-ward. 3. o—__ 4 
Worthgate-ward. F. Burgate-ward, and 6: Ridingate. ward. 
Of thar number at firſt haply in imitation of the Shires 
divifion into 6. Lathes, whereof ir did of old conſiſt. 

Of the firft diviſion made of the City into Wards, nei- 
therwritten Record, norunwritten Tradition makes any 
mention. Butl conceive it very ancient. The whole Ci- 
ty (it ſeemes)in the Conquerors time, was but one intire 
hundred. For Doomſday Booke ſpeaking of the Churches 
Mannor of Barton, which it calleth North-wood, faith it 
was de hundredo de Cantuarberia, as the very words are. If 
ſo, itwasnot longerea ſub-divition made of it, haply for 
more ea{ie and good Government, into divers = har 
hundreds, namely into the fixe Wards or hnndreds now 
under our Survey. For the more ancient appellation and 
terme given to thoſe our Cities moderne ſub-diyiſions of 
Wards, was Hundred, as almoft all our eldeſt deeds and 
otherlike evidences doe witnefle, which generally, cloſe 
with a »1emorandum, that they were firſt made and recorded 
in the hundred of that Divifion (asin the hundred of Weſt- 
gate, Burgate, and ſoalike for the reft) and afterwards in 
the Burgmore of the City. Another terme they had ſome- 
what varying from the other in ſound, but of ſynonymall 
ſenfe and 1gnification with it, which was Bertha, a frequent 
phraſe in our ancient evidences. 

Theſe. Diviſions, Fitz-Srephens, in his deſcription of 
London, endeavouring to varalell it, all he could, with old 
Rowe, calls Regions. Every of theſe Diviſions, Hundreds, 
Wards, Regions, was committed and intruſted, tor reigle-

Their office, from their name, was called an Alderman. A\icimaniie, 


rice; whichit ſeemes was not 'as now) elective, but as free- 
hold either demiſeable or deviſcable , ad [ibitum of him or 
her that held the ſame: orit neither demiſed, nor deviſed 
of him nor her in lite time, but indiſpoſed of at death ,

It ſometimes was +23, cance 
inthe Abbat of Saint Augu/ti»es poſſeflion, who (as Thorne Ciritztin 


telsme) Anno 1278. gave it to M Nicho/as Dore, tenend'.

quam extra in ſuburbioejuſdemwel alibi, de prefato Abbate & 
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Conventu in perpetunum, reddende inde annuatim in theſaurario 
noſtro. x'. ſlerlingorum pro omnibus ſervitits, ſalva ſeita Burg- 
moti Cant. quam ob eandem cauſam facere tenet. As Thornes 
wordsare. Before this. 1. inthe beginning of Hez.z. time, 
I finde *<it enjoyed by one IV:4/:am (as he writes himſelte) 
Cifſor Domini Regis, the Kings Taylor, I take it. But of 
late dayes it wasthe Brownes. Whoſe then ſeate and inheri. 
tance (before the - nmr was the Mannor of M/1ton, or 
Middleton by Cantervury (from whence fo called is of vulgar 
conjecure:) and continued to the name of the Browres, 
untill of late the inheritrix married to Robert Honywood 
Eſquire, ſonne of that tamens Mary Honywood (of whom 1

_ in D* Hakewill* ) and father of S* Robert Honywood of 
Charing, and S* Themas Honywood of Marks-Hall in Eſſex, 
whoſe1t now is, the anceſtor of whom S* George Browne, in 
Rich.

Linſiſt the more upon this A/dermaizry, becauſe I conceive 
itto have beene, it notabſolutely the chiete, yet one of 
more reſpect and conſequence then the reſt; which were 
all bought or otherwiſe gotten into the City, and made eli- 
gible by the Maiorand Commonalty early to that this was, 
which (itſeemes) came not inuntillabout the time of the 
New ordination made by Hecz.7, which appoints two Alder- 
mentoevery Ward, In ſome reſpects allo it differed from 
the reſt, which (Itake it) were held onely by Freemen and 
inhabitants of the Franchiſe, whereas this was holden nei. 
ther by one nortother, a great inconvenience to the City, 
as inthe tore-cited aft of Varliment (1 Rich. 1.) inthe pre- 
face of it, is ſuggeſted. So much of the Wards in generall. 
Which,itſeemes by an ancient Record 8, were annexed and

fall doe likewiſe afterwards in the reſt) as occurre therein 
any thing worthy of rote or memory : ſaving that I ſhall 
reſerve the Churches toa future mention by themſelves.

MM <ning on therefore from the Gate intothe City, by 
the high-Street (that, I meane, terminated by this 
Gate at the Weſt, and by the oppoſite Newingate at the 
Eaſt-end) we have on this fide Kingsbridge, on either hand 
of us a Gate that leads us to a ſeyerall ruined Monaſtery, 
That on the right hand late the bare-footed Franciſcans, 
orthe Minorite-Obſervant-mendicant-Gray-Fryers. The 
other on our left, late the Minors alſo, or the Frzdicant- 
black-Fryers. 


I will begin with the Gray-FF. or Franciſcans. SO Gray-Fryers; 


called from Seraphicall S' Frances (Wevers Epithete) the in- 
ſtitutor of their order. The legend of whole life and mira- 
cles, becauſe too tedious for my intended ſhort method, 
and tootoo fabulous mott what, 1 doubt, foryour belecte, 
for mine lam ſure; 1 have thought good rather to over- 
paſſe in filence, then to trouble either my ſelfe to write, or 
youtoread the rabble of fopperies (if no worſe) that are 
written of it and them, legible in Matt. Pars. Polyd. Virg. 
but more largely in Owens genealogy of Monks &c, the 
Chronicon Minorum, andelſewhere, 

Leaving therefore (I ſay) their Founder and Patron, I 
come to the Fryers * themſelves. They were called Mi- 
nors or Minorites, from the humility and low liucfle of 
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minde which by the preſcript of their Founder they ought 9 difex: vide 
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looſer ſort of Franciſcans, then whom theſe were more .,"p. j,e.,, 
carctull and obſervant to keepe the ſtrict rules aud orders of 2 Dearttal. & 

S* Francs, and were therefore alfo called Regular Franci- /*, 26.0Y 
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ſcans : Mendicant, becauſe pretending to Evangelicall 
vperfeCtion , and therefore profefling wilfull povertie, 
they ſubliſted chiefly upon almes, which they uſed, with 
the Predicants, Auguftines, and Cartelites, toaskand rc- 
ceive oſtiatim, trom doore to doore; whereby chietly Friers 
were differenced from Monks , who kept home, and lived 
upon their own in common: Gray,trom their habit, which 
(in imitation of their- Founder ) was a long gray coat 
down to their heels, with a Cowl or Hood , anda cord or 
rope about their loynes in ſtead ofa girdle. Their govern- 
ours proper name and {tile was Guardianws. Monach! olim 
( faith one ) non omnes ſimul commorabantur, ſed domuncul.zs 
[þarſim per montes & ſalrus ſtruitas habebant : quo derelitto, in- 
ceperunt poſtea ad modum Reip. in communitate habitare, uxo e0- 
rum eletto velut principe & gubernatore, qui eos regeret 7 7u- 
bernavet , preeſſet Monaſterio, quem Greci appellabant archi- 
manarita & cenobiarcha, nos vero communiter vocamus abba-= 
tem , licet tempors lapſu fattum ſit, ut, multiplicatis monacho- 
rum ordinibus illorum nomina etiam multiplicata ſint : unde 
apiud Domnicanos vocatur Prior , apud Franciſcanos Guardi- 
anus , apud Trinitarios miniſter, 

Theſe Franciſcans came firſt into England about the yeer 
1224. in Hez. 3. reigne, as did the Dominicans *, How or 
where they were atterwards entertained with provilion , 
and accommodation of houſing, 1 finde not untillthe yeare 
1270. By whichtime, it ſeems { whether by their piety, or 
policy, I know not ) they had fo in{inuated themſelves in- 
tothe favour of a devour and worthy Cirizen, and ofa flou- 
riſhing tamily rhenin the City ( as ſtill in the County ) one 
lohn Dzge, or Diggs, then an Alderman, and 12 yeares be- 
fore ( 1258. ) andalſo z yeares after ( 1273. ) one of the Bai- 
liffs of the City , whom Vever miſcalls S' 7ohn Drges, that 
he purchaſed for them the Iland in Canterbury, then called 
Bynzewith, and ſhortly atter travſlated them thither. Et 
Inſulam vocatam Bynnewight in Cantuar. & locum Porte ſuper 
Stour - ſtreet ad opus Fratrum Minorum, & tempore opportwno 
tranſtulit Fratres ad illam, as Wever 'trom Leland, In 

rence 
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the place, this Iland, might derive the name of Bynnew:th, Einnowic., 
if I may conjecture, I ſhall tell you, either from a compoſi- 
tion of two Saxon words, B/nnar which {ignifies within, and 
JV:th, an Lland, as it were the land within, in diftin&tion of 
it froman lland ſometime lying without the City, by Weſt- 
gate, Northward, called ſimply With, whereofin theelder 
rentalls of Chriſt- Church mention is made thus. Parvs 1x- 
ſula extraWeſtgate, verſus Aquiloners, vocats With. Or elle 
Binnewith quaſi Bine-with, the double land ; indeeditis no 
other, and an ancicnt rentall of Chrift-Church ( which 
once had ground, houſes, and fee here ) ſpeaks of rent in 
S* Peters Pariſh payable de duabrs parwvis Inſults ubi fuit Crine- 
»ilne. For thereabour ſometime ſtood a milne of Chriſt- 
Church, ſocalled, unto which the lane in S* Peters called 
Mead-lane , and of Specd in his Map of the City miſcalled 
Maiden-lane,did leade, and from thence was called Crine- 
melne-lane. For inan exchange 4a»no 1294. made between 
Chriſt-Church and S. 4«#:75 , three tenements1n S* Peters 
Pariſh in Canterbury being granted to the Abbey, and of 
them is thus deſcribed and bounded, v/z.quoddam texemens 
tum Jacens in magno garaino ditti Abbatis, juxta terram fra- 
trum Minorum Cat, ex parte Auftrali , in venella que dicitur * In Lib, ecclef 
Medlane, & que olim ſaith the deed) vocabatur Crinemelle- _ 
{/ane. But may it not more probably be called Binnewith 
( that is Bizzey-Iland ) from the ſame rad:x with the mead, 
or meadow-ground by it ,called to this day Binney-meads ; 
as the bridge thereaway, which we call Bingley-bridge, is 
rightly called Binney-bridge,from the Saxon, b1znan ca lig- 
nifying ( as I ſaid ) within or between the water , becauſely- 
ing and incloſed within or between our Stowr or rivers 
double channell , bounding it on either fide: whence the 
Codicill or Landboc:of Cenulph the Mercian that gave 
that ground to the Church copied in my. Appendix 
pag. 301. thus deſcribes it tolie. Inter duos gremiales rivos 
Hlumins quod dicitur Stour, Which M* Lambert reades thus. 
Inter duos genitales rives &rc. and accordingly would ſend 
us further vp the ſtream, tofinde out this ground about our 
N 3 river: 
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riversſpring-heads; whereas the very name yet remaining 
ſhows it tolic here. 

I may not ſoleave the places name. For though ancient 
and even obſolete with us, yet of ſo muchnote with our 
Anceftors,as itſerved to give name to afamily of Citizens, 
ſomerime the reſidentiaries of the place , and from thence 
called the Withs, or ( as more trequently ) the Binne- 
withs , whereof one 10h» Binnewith about the beginning of 
H.3z. reigne wasa benefactor to Herbaldowne Hoſp. where I 
have ſeen his charter with the ſeal appendant, inthe cir- 
cumference of it thus circum-inſcribed SI GILL, IOhAN- 
NIS DE WITh. And one Arnold Binnewith was,anno 1221. 
and alſo again about the yeare 1227. one of the Bailiffs of 
the City ". The Friers having gotten poſſeſiion of the 
place, both the ITland and her former 7zcole or inhabitants, 
ſoonatter loſt their names. But leaving that, I proceed. 

The Friers being here ſeated, and many houſes and much 
ground of the fee of Chriſt-Church Monks lying within 
the Ambitus or precinGt of their Monaſtery, they (it ſeems) 


made bold touſurp them as their own , becauſe within the 


confines of their ſeat, and ſo de fafo, made themſelves 
abſolute Lords and poſſeflors of the Iland. The Monks 
ſeeing the common people much inclined to favourthem, 
and not willing to incurre theirs, leſt it might bring with it 
the peoples diſpleaſure alſo , make a vertue of as it were a 
neceſſity; and toſhew themſelves as torward in charitie to- 
ward them , as the common people , afterthe Friers ( by 
their connivence 'tis like ) had been = while in pot- 
ſeſſion without paying or yeelding to the Monks their ac- 
cuftomed rents and ſervices , which their quondam: tenents 
were bound to pay , viz. anz0 1294. by compoſition, remit 
untothemall arrerages and duties paſt 2rats, or inturty cha- 
ritatts, as they phraſe it, and for the future make them an a- 
batement of almoft the moiety ofthe rent: as the Compo- 
ſition will ſhow , which.( becauſe it ſets forth in ſome ſort 
the ſtate of the Iland , and how it was peopled before the 
FF. time) I here propoſe, tranſcribed trom the Records ot

How this might ſtand with their Founders rule and their 
own vow, I ſcenot. For conſult their rule delivered arti- 
culately in Matt. Paris, and you ſhall finde them clearely 
debarred and diſabled , both by their vow of povertie, and 
by expreſle preſcript beſide from all peculium and propriety.

Mendicantes {unt poſſeſsionum incapaces, 
Gray-tarcts Theſe Franciſcans or Minorite Friers being a great pro 
priviled3®. to the Papacy were proſecuted by ſeverall Popes wit 
many priviledges, immunities , indulgences and what not 
races, that might aflure them the Popes taſt friends, 
and faithfullſonnes and ſervants. Befade their exemption 
andimmunitie from Epiſcopall and all other ordinary Juriſ- 
diction; in matter of tithes, they were priviledged from 
payment of any , either of their houſe , their orchard ( or 
garden ) and the nutriment .i. tke herbage or agiftment of 
dxims preve. their Cattell, as in the Decretalls *. They had withall in 
12. 4ex%). matter of buriall 1:beram ſepulturam ( paying the fourth part 
prelus, 
of the obventions to the Pariſh Church: ) whoſoever would, 
might ele& and have their Church or Coemitery, for his 
"4, P34 place of buriall %, And that was a thing whereof multi. 
e ſepult. in wy 
Clementa, tudes were ambitious, and the rather becauſe they were 
made beleeve, that who ſo was buried amongſt them, eſpe. 
cially ifin the holy and vertuous habit ofa Frier, ſhould not 
onely be ſecured from evill ſpirits that would elſe haply 
diſturb the quiet of his grave , but alſo be as ſure to go to 
heaven. There is authentick record of many worthy per- 
ſonages, and of worſhipfull families that have been here in. 
* Of ancienn terred : the Catalogue of whom MWever ' hath colleted 
= ns tp and delivers, but mo a wrong title, ſaying they were bu-

The Dominicans alſo and the Auguſtines 
of this City, in their wills with ſome legacy more orlefle, 
One domeſtick benefactor I meet with, one Richrrd May-

This Churchyard is in part now become the Campus Mar- 
tics tor our young Artillery of the City. 

Wevers collection of ancient funerall monuments will ac- 
quaint you of divers perſonages of note and quality bu- 
ried here. 


Art this place the Pariſh Clarks of the City once had and 
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heldagild or fraternity, commonly called the Fraternity 
of S* Nicholas. IThave my direCtion for this, from the ftol- 
lowing legacy of one Richard Cram ſometime of this City, 
who by his will *, dated 149e. gave tothe Fraternity of $' 
Nicholas kept by the Pariſh Clarkes of Canterbury, in the 
houſe of the Fryers Preachers of Cant. vjs. viij*. as his 
very words are. Of theſe Fratermities, our City hath had 
divers; amongft which that of the Smiths newly revived, 
isthe moſtancient, The elder rentalls of Chrift-Church 
bounding out ſome Land of theirs lying without Newin- 
gate, make mention both of it and of certaine ground be- 
longing toir, in theſe words. Terra que pertinet ad gildam 
fabrorum. Thisandall other like Fraternities (if the Diſſo- 
lution of the Monafteries ſpared them, yet) the Stat. of 
1”.

I have but onely totell you that Robert Kilwardy, after- 
wards, firſt Archbiſhop of Canterbury, rnd then advanced 
toa Cardinall-ſhip, was firfta Fryer of this Set of the Do- 
minicans, and I leave them. 

My progrefle in this Ward, brings "> to Eſtbridge or 
Kingsbridge Hoſpitall. An ancient Spittle, and as now 
knowne (Chriſtened, as it were) by the name, ſo firſt ere- 
&ed and endowed by the Charity and Piety of S* Thomas 
Becket in Hey.2. time; and thence to this day called the 
Hoſpitall of S* Thomas the Martyr of Eſtbridge. For this 
we have the teftimony of Archbiſhop Strarfora, aſucceſſor 
of his: whoupon his novell ordination of the Hoſpitalf, 
and in the Charter thereof, ( as ſhall be ſeene anone) ac- 
knowledgeth him the firſt founder and indower of it. For 
other Recordeither ot the toundation of the Hoſpitall it 
ſelfe; or of the intent wheretore it was erected, beſides 
that Charter of Stratford, is not, = in his time (as it 
feemes by him) was not extant, orto be found. The rea- 
fon probably why the Record of the ſtate of it taken by the 
Commiſſioners upon the ſtat. of 37. Hen.8. cap.4. aſcribes 
the foundation unto Srrarford ; whereas he (as his Charter 
will declare) did but reſtore the foundation, and I

Inthis Archbiſhops time, there was another Hoſpitail- 
neighbouring unto this of E/tbridge called Cotyns Hoſpi- 
tall *, built and founded by one W:l:am Cokyn a Citizen of 
Canterb. and of a worthy tamily, whoſe name in his poſte- 
rity did long ſurvive him in this City : ſome of whom were 
Bailiffes of the City in their time. The Hoſpitall was de- 
dicate to Saint Nchol.zs, and (the Virgin and Martyr) Saint 
Catherine, and ſtood ſometime in the Pariſhof Sint Peter 
in Cart. almoſt directly oppoſite tothe new Blacke-Fryers 
Gate: having had a Lane by it aforetime called Cotyn;- 
Lane, now ſhut up and built upon, often mentioned in 
Eaſtbridge Booke, and not forgotten of ſome yer. living. 
I collect by Charters which have ſeenc, that the Founder 
lived by that Lane. And finde that for 18. markes de gerſu- 
4, or tor the confideration of 18. markes, purchaſed of 
Stephen the Prieſt, and Goaeſman, the fonnes of Richard 
Mercer of Canterb. with the conſent of their Widow-mo- 
ther Crcely, a mefluage next adjacent to his owne, thus in 
the deed or charter deſcribed.

15 of Eaſtbridgein Cant. were united, haply and probably 
by Archbiſhop Z«bert, and that union by Pope 1»nocent con- 
firmed) intitles theſe Hoſpitalsto all his Lands, poſſeiſi- 
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ons and Chattels, and makes them his heires. This done, 
and one Godelmay ſonne of Richard the Merchant, chiallen-

By the Bull of Pope Hoxoriws ( Itake it ) the third, this 
Hoſpitall was priviledged of and trom paying tithe, de hor-

The City Chamber hath a record dated the 7. R7+h. 2. 
anuo Domin! 1391. whereby it appeares that the Maſter of 
this Hoſpitall ought to repair , erect and ſuſtain the neigh- 
bour-bridge, .i, Kingsbridge. The account of the Hoſpi- 
calls eſtate given up to the Commiſſioners upon the ſtat. 
37. H. $.c. 4.chargeth the Maſter with the paring alſo 
ofthe ſtreet there. 


The Hoſpitall hatha neat handſome Chapel, to which ,, 
have belonged two bells to ring to ſervice, Soitis reported gathridge. 
to 
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to thoſe Commiſſioners , by the Parſon and- Churchwar- 


dens of All Saints: who fay withall, that the faid Hoſpitall 
(as their own words are ) isa Pariſh Church, whereinthere 
is continually miniftred all Sacraments and Sacramentalls 
rothe poore people thither reforting, and to the keeper of 
the ſaid Hoſpitall and his houſhold, andall other remain- 
ing within the precinct of the ſame by the Chantere Prieſt 
&c. Truth is, this Chapell was ſerved heretofore by a 
Chantery Prieſt which had x. 4/5. vjs viij*, yearely wages, 

beſides his Manſion or dwelling, which wasthatatthe Weſt 
endof the Hoſpitall, whereof the Stat. 1. £4. 6. cap. 14. 

for the ſuperſtitious quiliry ofit, hath long fince deprived 

ir. However, to ſatisfie the inquiſitive , I have given the 

foundation a place in my Appendix. I have nothing fur- 
ther toſay of the Chapell, but chat one Cyeſſy a Jew building 
againſt the head ofir , that houſe which yet ftznds there, 

and now belongs to Chriſt-Church ( to which upon the ex- 
pulſion ofthe Jewes it was, with other, given by the King: ) 
he was faine afterwards toagree with the Hoſpitall, that he 
might have their ſufferance tor the ſtanding ofit, and had it 
inwriting, the Charter whereofdated 1236. I have feen in 

a Lieger of Chrift-Church ivtitled Carta Remiſ5s10n%s , made 
by Peter the then Rector, and the brethren ofthe Hoſpitall

For brevity and diſpatch ſake, I balk and ſpare the men- 
tion of much of this Hoſpitalls indowment. Butthereis yet 
a _ more, which I may not ſopaſle over; and that is 
of certain tenements in All-Saints Pariſh , fituate between 
the ſigne of the George Weſt, and the Queens head Eaft, 
in the high-ſtreet. Thither then I will make next : But 
firſt, forſome fatisf.iftion to them that cannor underſtand 
the foundation of the houſe formerly laid down in Latine, 
I defire firſt to ſet down the ftate of it in whichit ſtood at

Memorandum they are bound to receive wayfaring and 
hurt men, and to have 8 beds for men, and 4 for women, to 
remain for anight and more if they be not able to depart, 
and the Mafter of the Hoſpitall is charged with he buriall, 
and they have 20 loads of wood yearely allowed, and 26+ a 
yeare for drink. 

Now to the tenements which haply ſeem to be ſo mean 
as ſcarce worthy of apy notice. True. But for what hath 
ſometime ſtood here, and into the place whereof they have 
ſucceeded, I think ſcarce a place in the City more remark- 
able, itatall ſo memorable : which was an Exchange, a roy- 


all Exchange. Cambium Regis - mention whereof often Exchange. 


occurres in the old rentals and other records of Chrift- 
Church, whoſe tenement { now the George) is anciently 
bounded Eiftward to this Exchange. It was ſtanding it 
ſeems untill Z4, 3. dayes, and in likelihood received its fa- 
tall period from him.

Shortly, there was ſometime a family in our City, which 
from their neighbourhood or other relation to this place, 
rqok name fromit, and were funamed De Cambio.

anno primo H. 6.cap.q.they might not be together, but were 
kept apart, and a place there was! ſometimeneighbouring 
to the Exchavge, onthe other {ide otthe ſame ftreet, even 
there where now the Inne called the Crown or ſome part 
ofit ſtands where our Mint was kept.

Of theſe », 
foure were for the King , two for the Archbiſhop, and the 
ſeventh for the Abbat of S. 4uguſtines. The Archbiſhops 
mint (it ſeems) is yet elder. For M* Se/dezin his notes up» 
on Edmers, and Speed in his Hiftory make mention of two 
ſeyerall coynes, one of Archbiſhop Plegmund under 4lfred, 
the other of Ce/xath under Ethelwolf extant, and preſented 
in figure, by Speed the latter, by Se/den the former. When 
or how the Archbiſhop loſt or letr off his mintage here, I do 
no where finde. Of the time when the Abbars ceaſed I 
have ſhowed before out of Thorne, in my Survey of S. Aug. 

Amongft other pieces of antique ( Romane, Britain, 
Saxon, Daniſhand Norman ) coyne whichI have met with

a good part of that which was our Canterbwry Iewes Schoole 
or SYNagogue. 

I could here very much enlarge my ſelfe in giving you 
the Story of the Iewes firft advent or entrance into this 
Land, theirtime of continuance here, with their behayi- 
ourand dealings during that time, and the cauſes, reaſons 
and motives for their expulſionat laſt : which were chiefely 
two; their immoderate uſury ; and their barbarous practice 
of crucifying, at places where they abode, any Chriſtians 
child they could get about Eaſtertime. But I am preven- 
ted herein by many others that have ſeverally divulged 
theſe things already to the tull; as Haypsfield, and Stow, but 
moreexactly and-moft elaborately and like himſelte, our 
learned Selden, Purcaſes guide and Author fora purpoſed 
diſcourſe of this kinde ; wherefore I forbeare, me 4aifum 
agerem : onely adding what I have ſeene noted, (but how 
truely I know not) that the Iewes, when living here, were

ſtributive ſuſticein both, civilland criminall cauſes, of ſe- 

cular nature, ſorting tothe cognizance of that Court, is 

adminiſtred. Vulgarly we call ghe place the G:/dhall, The 

etymology and derivation whereof is from the Saxon (or 

old Engliſh) word, G/4, fignityinga ſocietyor corporati- 
on. Hereisa Court kept every Munday throughout the 
yeare, for Law-matters, and for the deciding of differen- 
ces and bg. 48 grievances betweene party and party ; 

and onevery other Tweſday a Courrof Burgmote holden 
befide, for meeting and treaty about the affaires and good 
government of the City, It had not the name of the Gild- 
hall untill (as it were) of late yeares. That name of it oc- 
curres not 1n any record that I could yet meet with, until! 
the 26. of Hen.6. whothen in his Charter of the change of 
the Bailiffes into a Maior, makes mention of this Tribunall 
by that name, granting (izter alia) that the Maior ſhall hold 
pleas in le Guildhall Civitatu preaitt, as his words are, A- 
foretime it was commonly called and knowne by the name 
of the Spech-houſe; and the common goale or priſon of 
the City, fince removed to Weſtgate, being then kept by 
it, that isin thatpart of iewhichis to the ſtreet-ward, was 
from itadjacency toit, ſocalled alſo. Forproofe both of 
one and tother read the tollowing notes extracted from 
certaine witneſſes examinations, Arno 1414. taken in a 
cauſe of defamation, betweene a couple of the City (for 
calling one the other Thiete,a crime and calumny where- 
in the detamed of thoſe dayes did uſually atter purgation, 
right bimſelfe in Court Chriſtian) and recorded ina Booke 
ot Depoſlitions remainingin the Otkce *.

faire Stone-Gate in Saint Georges ſtreet leadeth ; the now 
Manſion or habitation of Captaine Berries Heires , after 
many other meſne owners, fince the ſuppreſſion : before 
whichtime it was the ſeate of the Angn/tine (as 1 ſaid) Ere- 
mite, mendicant Fryers, Mendicant becauſe it was one and 
the firſt of the foure orders of begging Fryers: Fremite 
and Auguſtine, becauſe Saint Auzuſtine, that famous Atri- 
can Father (they ſay) was their founder, who being and h- 
ving 1n Eremo or inthe Wildernefle, erected and inſtitu- 
ted theirorder, and preſcribed themarule of living ; A- => 
bout which they and the Regular Canons are at conteſtati- 
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the ſame, when they are in their.Cloiſters; however when 
they goe abroad, they weare ablack coate over the other, 
with another cowle, having both their coates then bound 
cloſe totheir bodies, with 2 broad leather girdle or belt, 
faith Owez. 

The generality of theſe FF. came firſt into England, 
from 1taly, about the yeare 1252. faith Bale, Theſe 1n par. 
ticularcame hither, and ſetled themſelves here, about the 
yeare 1325. For that very yeare the then Archbiſhop of 
Canterbury. ſends and directs theſe his mandatory letters 
2 concerning them to his then Commiſlary, v7z.

time called Lember:/lane, afterwards Brewerſlane, that is, 
betweene the ſame lane, and another tenemenr of the ſaid 
Thomas toward the North, anda certaine place called Eald- 
gaole and the tenement of C:cely at Gayole toward the Welk, 
aad the tenement of Thomas Chich toward the Eift, and 
the tenement of Thimas Clement, and of the Hofpitallof 
Prieſts toward the South: the Fryers (I ſay: having pur- 
chaſed and gotten poſſcſhion of this tenement; forthwith

I leave Stablegate, and paſle to the houſe of the Tem- 
plars. An order of Knights that began in the yeare 1118. 
Theſe Knights Templars (faith Stow 8, ſpeaking out of Mat- 
thew Parts, of the Templein London ) took their beginning 
about the yeare 1118. in manner following, Certain noble 
Knights bound themſelves by vow in the hands of the Pa- 
triarch of /er»ſalem, to ſerve Chriſt after the manner of Re- 
gular Canons, ia chaftity and obedience, and torenounce 
their own proper wi.ls forever: the firſt of which order were 
Hugh Paganand Geffrey of S. Audomar.

About ten yeares af- 
ter, they had a rule appointed untothem , and a whice habit 
by Honerius the ſecond ; then Pope ; and whereas they had 
but nine in number, they began ro increaſe greatly, After- 
wardin Pope Exgeni«s time , they bare croſſes of red cloth, 
on their uppermoſt garments, to be known from others, 
and in ſhort time becauſe they had their firſt Manſion hard

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| bythe temple of our Lord in Jeruſalem, they were called 
Knights ofthe Temple. 

any Noblemen in all parts of Chriſtendome, became 
brethren of this order, and builded for themſelves Temples 
in every City or great Town in England, but this (faith my 
Author)at London was their chief houſe, which they build- 
ed after the form of the Ternple neare to the Sepulchre of 
our Lord at /eruſalem. They had alſo ( faith he ) other 
Temples in Cambridge , Friffew, Canterbury , Dover , War- 
wick fc. 

That in Canterbury Stow ſpeaks of, was ſituate in North- 
gate Pariſh, inor neare Waterlock-lane ( the lane, I con- 
ceive , under the Town-wall, and leading by Northgate 
Church within , down to the river running from Abbots- 
mill.) Forl reade" ofa mefſuage, which in the yeare 1271 
was givento S* Anſtines Abbey b one Edmunde de Cambio 
ſeituat' in wenella de Weter!oke in parochia de Northgate, prope 
domos Templariorum &c, When this ſet of the Templars 
wasaboliſhed, and why, as alſo what became of their poſſeſ- 
ſions, you may findeelſewhere. 

Leaving them then, I ſhall ſhow you next where the black 
Princes Chantery Prieſts were once houſed, and fol ſhall 
have done with this Ward. Their houſe ſtood, I may ſay 
it yet ſtands (torſo I take it, in partit doth ) very neare, if 
not in the place where ſome part ofthe Templars habitati- 
on was ſituate. But let me firft ſhow you that fucha houſe 
there once was, and that I ſhall do fromthe charter or deed 
of this Princes Chanteries foundation, in which are theſe 
words. Pro mora ſiquidem dittorum ſacerdotum aſ5ignavimus 
quenaam habitations locum juxta elemoſinariams ditti monaſte- 
rit _ ning Chrift.Church) 1 quo conftruetur &c. where- 
with concurreth the relation ofthe Priefts chemſelyes(one 
of them art leaſt ) to Hex.

A Spittle firſt built and founded by Simpr Lanetor Arch- 


deacon (and brothers of Stephen Langton Archbiſhop) of 
Canterbury about the yeare 1240. Not ( it ſeems ) altoge- 
ther of his own purſe, but chiefly by and with the alms and 
charitie of pious and devout benetattors. 2u9d Hoſpitale 
idem Archidiaconns diverſorum elemoſints dicitur fundaſſe, 
faith Thorne relating the foundation of this Spittle. It was 
(I conceive ) intended for a place of ſuccour and reliefro 
poore Prieſts .i, Chaplaines, Curates, and other like unbe- 
neficed Clerks, chiefly thoſe ( I ſuppoſe) that either by age 
or other infirmity , weredifabled tor the performance any 
longer of their holy funtion abroad in the world,and there. 
fore were here accommodated with a Chapell( whereinto 
pray , fing and celebrate tor their benetactors, and to per- 

torme other divineduties ) contiguous tothis their habita- 

tion, dedicate, as their Hoſpitall, to the blefſed Virgin ; 

whoſe firſt fabrick was not, as now, of ſtone. One Thomes 

Wyke (Mafter, I take it of the Hoſpitall ) a7»o 1373. new 

builc it of ſtone , but itis now made and parcelled out into 
dwellings and work-houles, 

Shortly after the Hoſpitalls foundation perteed , at 
Langton the founder his inſtance, the then Abbat and Co-. 
vent of S. Auznſtines granted to it the Parſonage of Srod- 
merſh, of their Patronage, Of which grant my Author 
( Thorne ) gives this Copy.

Thoſe that were firſtinftitured by 
this Saint { as they themſelves confeſle, ſaith Polydor 8) are 
thoſe thit now adayes wear a black looſe coat of tuff reach- 
ing down to their heels, with a cowl or hood of the ſame 
which hangs down to their ſhoulders, and their Scapular 
ſhorter then any other of thoſe Monks : and under that coat 
another white habit as large as the former, made of Nufte or 
white flannen , and boots on their legs. They ſhave their 
heads, except one little round circle which they call their 
crown, and perpetually abſtain from fleſh, unlefſe when 
they are fick &c. This Order ( ſaith Reyzeyr ) came firſt into

Wire. Aſcend we now by the fteps or Pulpitum to the Quire 
( Chancell or Presbytery. ) Ad hunc conſcenditur multis gra- 
dibus, faith Eraſmus: which whole work of the Quire, from 
cendtoend, I mean, trom the Weſterne doore thereof un. 
tothe Archiepiſcopall throne or marble Chair behinde the 
high Altar, with the {ide-iles, crofſe-iles and other build. 
ings on both ſides the Quire (the Quires curious Weſterne 
doore-caſe onely excepred, built, I take it, about the time 
that the body was) together with the under-crotr ( or 
vaulrs) to them ( except the Princes Chapel! there ) are 
much of an age; there is thar harmonious ſymmetry and 
agreement betweene the parts.

Foranſwer 
unto them, I ſay, that time was when that piece was to the 
minde of the firſt founders complete, being built not alto- 
gether ſo high at firſt as now it is. The Monks (faith tra-

erpicch, but their fall prevented thar's riſe. Sothat where- 
as hes it hada handſome complete battlement, it is now 
a great blemiſh to the Church , and an eye-ſore to ſpecta- 
tors, by the raggedand impertect ruines of it. This 1s that 
Corona Sandi Thome, in beautifying whereof the Church 
Records tell me and I have betore told you 11 1:6, 125, was 
expendedin Hey. the Priors time. 

Now retreating letus take a view of the Veſtry. A place

Kentation of ſeven Chaplains that ſhould dayly celebrate 
in the Chapell of S* Thomas the martyrneare the Priory- 

atefor the ſoules of himſelte, his Anceftors &c. Conti- 
Goring laftly, thatthe Priors ancient Gate, orthe Gate of 
the Priory was and is, neare this Chapell, being the ſame 
which leadeth fromthe Green-Courrt into that which we 
now call the darke Entry, and foto the doore there now 
ftoppedup, the Timber-trame whereof is yet hanging on 
the things, and anciently lead. into the Priors Cellar, as 
that other hard by it into his Chamber. All theſe things 
{I fay ) obſerved and conſidered, lam affured that this was 
S* Themas Chapell, otherwiſe Ano 16. E4d.2, called Capella 
beate Marie & beati Thome martyris juxta portam Prioratus ; 
our Lady pictured in many of the Windowes ſharing (it 
ſeemes) with him in the dedication. 

Overthis Chapellis the Church-library, not theſame to 
the repaire whereof Archbiſhop Hubert gave the Church of 
Halſtow, this being built (as erewhile I told you) by Arch- 
biſhop Chichley, and borrowed from the Chapell, or ſuper- 
addedtoit; the juniority of the worke, and the paſſage 
tot plainely intimate ſo much. It was by the founder and 
others once well ſtored with Bookes, butin mans memory 
ſhamefully robbed and ſpoiled of them all, ana&t much pre- 
judiciall and very injurious both to poſterity,and the Com- 
mon-wealth of letters. The piety of the preſent Church- 
men hath beguntorepleniſh it, and may it have (what it 
well deſerves) many benefactors, to theperfeCting of the 
faire beginning ; with which wiſh I leave both ir and the 
Chapell. | | 

And now I fhall defire you would take notice of the 
Windowes, eſpecially in the Churches upper part, which 
both for the glafle and Iron-worke thereof are well worthy 
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your obſervation. This part of the Church was highly 
commended of Malmesbury 3 in his time, amongft other 57 ge#. Por. - 
things, for this ornament. N#hil rale poſsit in Anglia vidert, ap 
e&c. faith he. And, Ithinke his words hold true till, And Frenendels 
I belecve as much may be ſaid of the Iron-worke about 

them, apparently various in every Window. Beſides, theſe 
Windowes affoord and offer to our view certaine verſes 
containing aparalellof the old and new Teſtament. They 

are many and therefore toavoyde too great an interruption 

here, you may finde them in my Appendix Scriptars 3. 

Let me now leade you tothe Undercrott.. A place fit, Vadercrofe, 
and haply (as one cauſe) fitted to keepe in memory the 
ſubterraneous Temples of the Primitivgs, in the times of 
p—_ The Weſt part, whereof being ſpatious and 
ightlome, for many yeares hath beene the Strangers- 

Church. A congregation for the moſt part of diftrefled rrenct... 
exiles, growne ſo great and yet daily multiplying, that the Eburch. 
place inſhort time is likly to-provea hive too little to con- 

taine ſuch a ſwarme. So great an alteration is there fince 

the time the firſt of the tribe came hither, the number of 

them then conſiſting of but eighteene families or there- 

abouts, which with the texmes or Articles granted them 

at their humble ſuite by the then Maior and Communalty

Church tor the contentationand ſtipend of two Chaplains : 
Ordeining S* 1ohn Steward, and S* Nicholas de Lodington and 
their Succefſors foreyer to receive yearely of the ſaid Prior 
avd Convent, forty markes above all charges of reparati- 
ons or otherwiſe. Alſo the ſaid Prince Ed. gave to the ſaid 
Chaplaines and totheir Sueceſſors torever, a houſe being 
in Saint Alphage Pariſhof the yearely value of xxs. whereof 
4%. is yearely reſolute to S* Auſtins : the reparation whereof 
to be kept alwayes at the proper coſt ot the faid P. and 
Co. of Chrift-Church. Hence you may perceive the 
Founder and time of foundation of this Chapell. Ar or 
ſhortly after this relation given up, the Chap. formerly 
with grates and barres parted off trom the reſt of the Un- 

dercrott growing out of uſe and deſerted, was laid open 

toit, and fithence (I taxe it) the double way beaten and 

made through the wall, for a paſſage,. by that Chapell, to 
the French-Church there. 1 may not leave this Chapell 
before I have obſerved the roote of it, apiece of newer 

and more curious worke then the reſt of the Vaults about 

it, and yet the over built 5tructure as old as anythat ſtands 

within the neighbour Vaults of elder-faſhioned-worke. 

Howthis mighr be thus made, haply ſome will wonder. 

But their ſatisfaction is eafie. For the elder Roofe of the 

Chapell (as it might well bee without indangering the 

Church) was undoubtedly taken downe, and that the 

Chapell might in all parts the better correſpond and ſuite 

with the dignity and degree of the Founder, was rebuilt 

in that neate quaint manner that now it is. 


Leaving now this Chapell, come weto the next, com- Lady-Chapel's 


monly called the Lady Y dercreft, an edifice , ſince the 
Z Diſloſution 
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**adouble Sept or Raile of Iron, forfteare of theeves. For 
**indeed Ineverſawa thing more laden with riches. Lights 
** being brought, we ſaw a more then Royall fpectacle. In 
** beauty it farre ſurpafſeth that of Walſingham. This Cha- 
**pell (as he addes) is not ſhewed but to Noble men, and 
*eſpeciall friends, &c. The Chapelldoubtlefſeis ancient. 
For 1n the Church-RecordsI read of Altare beats Alaris in 
Cryptis almoſt 400 yeares agoe, to wit in the yeare 1242, 
and ayaine in the yeare 1322. At what time the Altars in 
the Undercroftare recorded to be theſe : S* 70h the Bap- 
tiſt, S*'7homz5 the Apoltle, S* Clement the Pope, S* Kathe- 
rincthe Virgin, S* Nrcholz5 the Biſhop, S' Mary Magdalen, 
and S* Mary the Virgin.

For the latter of which, queftionleſfle it is the ſame, 
which in Prior Chillendens time (as whilome was ſaid) was 
new-builded ; you may finde his name (as a benefactor) 
over the entrance,inthe foote of the Weſt-Window. This 
was not onely the place tor Capitular meetings and treaties 
about Church. aftaires, but alſo tor the exerciſe and exe- 
cution of regular Diſcipline. Hence the diſcipline here 
faidto beinflicted on Her 2. for Archbiſhop Beckers mur- 
der, whereof our Stories tell *, |

new ſet up. The South-pane or Quarter whereof, ſome- 
what more beautified then the other three, I take to be that 
which Archbiſhop Courtney (as was ſhewed betore) tooke 
order by his Will to be made, and hath his Armes ſet up 
about the entrance toitat the Weſt-end, As forthe many 
other Armes thickeſet about the Cloiſter, by the way, I 
ſuppoſe them to be theirs that were benefactors in their 
L 2 tune, 
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time, cither tothe Church or Monaſtery, or both: where. 
of I perſwade my felfe the number was not ſmall, as may 
probably be argued from that one inſtance which Maſter 
Cambaen gives of the new building of Crowland Abbey in 
Lincolnſhire , whitherl referre ſuch as defire to know and 
learne, by what meanes ſuch mighty huge and faire Reli- 
gious houſes and buildings as theſe were raiſed in former 
times. And this ſhall ſuffice to have ſpoken of the Church. 

Now to make my Survey compleate , I muſt another 
while play the My/fagoguws, and ſhew _ the Monuments, 
purpoſely reſerving them till now, becauſe being many, 
and ſome of them yeelding length of diſcourſe,they would 
have too much interrupted my Survey of the Fabricke, if 
I ſhould have intermixt them withit, HerelI intend not a 
recitall of every Monument I meet with, but chiefely of 
the more ancient ones, thoſe of lattertimes, being either 
freſh in memory, or more eaſily knowne by the Inſcripti- 
ons and Epitaphs cut in the grave-ſtones, then thoſe of el- 
der times, either wanting Inſcriptions ab 1nztio, or elſc 
done in Brafſe, which tor the moſt part is either withage 
defaced, or the Brafle it ſelte by wicked hands putloined. 
And not all of them neither will I ſet downe in this place, 
purpoſing to mention the Archbiſhops and Priors Monu- 
ments in their ſeyerall Catalogues. 

And fo I begin with the firſt (I meane, the lowermoſt) 
Monument in the body of the Church. Where is a very 
faire grave-ſtone with much of the Brafle yet remaining, 
and having almoſt all the Inſcription or Epitaph ſtill intire, 
ſaving (the priacipall) the interred parties name uponit.

gence to inquire of the ancient retainers of the Church, 
whoſe Monument it was, could have no ſatisfaction.

rare piece of novelty, which, becauſe it hath been hitherto 
omitted, and is fo worthy as I may not altogether balk or 
utterly paſſe it overinſilence, I muſt affoord a place here, 
and that not altogether improperly, ſince it isa monument;

the Mannor of Selgrave was purchaſed and amortized to 
them (the P.and C.) with licenſe ofthe King inthar behalf, 
a perpetuall Chantery is granted unto her, by them, who 
covenant with her befide, that when ſhe died her corps 
fhould be laid in the tomb which ſhe of her own coſt had 
prepared and cauſed to be ſet up neare the Altarof our La- 
dy inthe Undercroft: And being there ſo cntombed ſhould 
never be removed, nor the name of the tomb ever altered, 
but be honourably kept, and ys per annum given to the 
Clerk that kept the Lady-chapell, tor the Keeping cleanof 
her tombe, with many other clauſes inſerted in the ſame In- 
denture, whichto the end the Chantery might not vaniſh 
out of memory with their Succeffors the Monks cauſed to 
be enrolled and recorded in their Martyrologe , that upon 
her obit-day it might be annually recited. The indenture 
is dated in the yeare 1395. 19. Kc. 2, I will give you the 
very words of her Epitaph, becauſe Wewer hath ſer it down 
impertectly.

The Church it felt, with her appendent, annexed and 
connexed buildings thus throughly ſurveyed, my propoſed 
method ſends me to ſurvey next the other ancient build- 
ings within the precinct of it and the Palace &c. I begin 
with the Palace. 


Auzuitinethe Monk, and the firſt Archbiſhop of this See 


and his afſociats, being kindely received of King Etheller, 
and admitted intothe City ; fortheir preſent accommoda- 
tiopayere ſeated (ns whilome was told yon ) firſtat Stable- 
gate, neareuntothis Palace, where preſently they beganne 
( faith venerable Bede >) vitam imitari Apoſtolicam. By which 
and other meanes at length converting the King to Chri- 
ſtianitie,and daily winning upon his favour; the King ſhort- 
ly atter removing and withdrawing himſelf and his Court 

to 
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ro Reculver, and there ſetling, as his Succefſors in the 


Kentiſh Kingdome whileft it laſted everafter did, (as ſome 
report *) bettowes upon his beloved Anguſtine (toraperpe- 
ruall ſeate for him and his Succeflors) his owne Roy- 
all Palace inthe City, conceived tohaveftood much here- 
about. This Palace with the neighbouring Church, Augu- 
ſtine afterward converted both intoa Cathedrall and a Mo- 
raftery, yet (asI take it) not dividing hisdwelling or ſet- 
ting out his habitation apart from the Monkes ; but, as he 
was tothem conſidered as Cathedrall Canons, Biſhop, and 
confideredas Clauſtrall Monkes, Abbat, or in place of Ab- 
bat; and e converſo, they to him conſideredas Biſhop, Ca- 
thedrall Canons and Chapter, and conſidered as Abbat, a 
Convent of Clauftrall Monkes: So he and they and both 
their Succeflors intercommuning, as1in goods and poſle(- 
tions, ſoin oneand the ſame habitation, of one intire pre- 
cinct ever after untill (I take it) Lanfrancs dayes. Who 
innovating and altering the moſt of our faſhions, and for- 
meruſages in Church-attaires, and haply not digeſting this 
amonglt the reſt, thought good ( its like ) to change it. 
For no mention of any ſuch Palace or like ſ{everall habitati- 
on for the Archbiſhop, is to be tound before his time. He 
indeed, amongſt his other ſtructures built him a Court or 
Palace diſtinct trom the Monkes.

Who thcre- 
fore {faith he) pulled downe the moſt part of ir, and in 
place thereof laid rhe foundation of that great Hailand 
otherthe Othces thatare now ro be 1eenc, But by reaſon 
that himſelfe wanted time (prevented by death) and ſome 
of his followers lacked money to pertorme the worke, it 
reſted unperfectrill the dayes of Boxiface, who both ſub- 
ftantially and be..utitully finiſhed the whole; and yer (as 
ſome thinke) Stephen Laxgton had accompliſhed the great 
Hall thereof before him.

Thus my Survey of the Palace would ſhortly end, bur 
that I may not letthe Great Hall (apiece of goodly firu- 
ture) pafſe without ſome little digretlion and enlargement 
of my diſcourſe touching the ſame, it deing tamous tor ma- 
ny ſolemnities and celebrious aflemblies there, Amongſt 
the reft, for that of King Ed. 1. his Wedding feaſt kepr 
there ©. Asallo for that great itate and folemnity of Arch- 
biſhop Warhams intertainment both of the Emperour with 
1is Mother, and the King and Queene ot Zxgl/and, ata 
{upper in the ſame Hall, and alſo of his &ybe entertain- 
ment there at his firſt coming and inthromzationinto the 
See ; whereof his Succetlor (Archbiſhop Parker) and others 
make mention. ' And laſtly for the intertainment there 
which the ſame Archbiſhop Parker gave the late Queene 
Elizabeth, and the French Monheur, the Duke of &hett, 


and many of the Engliſh Nobility. So much for the Pa- 
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found out, as thus. From the partition Wall betweene the 
Palace andit, neare the Ruſh-market to the Church -gate, 
and ſodire&tlyupwardsalmoſtto Burgate, from thence by 
the Towne- Wall included to the Chancell-head of North. 
gate-Church, and from thence bythe Almnary (or Mint. 
yard) Wall (crofling and taking inthe way betweene the 
South-Weſt corner of that Wall, and the © poſite Palace 
Wall) tothe Court-Gate, commonly called the i2orters- 
Gate. Thus lyes the moderne precinct of the Church, 
But time was when it lay otherwiſe, Lanfranc Coming to 

the See; Omnes Officiuas que infra murum Curie ſunt, cum 
ipſo muro earficauit (ſaith Edmerus ,) 87 qu in prediftaeccle. Hf. wn, 
{ia (faith Theobald the Archbiſhopin a Charter of his) wel ub.1. fag 7e 
infra ambitum murorum-eccleſiam & curiam noftram & mona- 
chorum cingentium, &c*, The Court and Church you ſee 5 Librec;/e 
was ſometimes walled in; the Church-yard was the like, ©: 
For by a Charter of Hez.2. . the Monkes of the place had a 
way granted them, or rather reſtored, circa murum Cimi- 
terii ſui tempore guerre nuper ſublat,. (meaning, Trtake it, that 
which happened at the end of King Szepheys reigne:) which 
the King chargeth 1-4» and Hamonthe then Prepoſitiof the 
City to deliver them ®, Some remaines of this old Wall rite-ecetfe 
yetappeare, as at 1 Canſanbons alittle remanent of it, and 74/2. 
a larger parceil and of good height by the Covent or Com- 
mon-garden : whereby it appeares that this Wall ſtood 
ſomepretty diſtance from the Wail of the City. The in- 
terpoſed ground betweene which double Wall, not being 
then any parcell catherof the Church demeſneſfle or liber- 
ty, lay partly in Northgate, partly in Burgate-Ward. Thar 
(1 am fare) betweene Queningate and Burgate, called 
Queningate Lane, being in the Church-Records, befo.e 
ic camerothe Monkes ſaid tolyein Berihade Burgate, as 1 
conceiveitthence probable,thereſt to have lyen in North- 

ate-Ward. Beſides, within the moderne precin&, and 
thatabout the now Co. Garden, lay the beſt part of Saint 
Michaels Pariſh, and Queningate Pariſh betweene that and 
Queniogate, within which = Auſtins Abbey, and di- 
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vers private men beſide ſometimes had houſes, land and 
other intereſt, as they had alſo lower downe on the South- 
fide of the now Church-yard.1 willtherefore (as pertinent) 
ſhew how in time the Church became poſlefled ot the whole 
precinct as now 1t1s. 

And firit tor the South-ſide of the Church-yard, I read 
thus'. Anno Domini Miij*, Erhelredus Dux deait eccleſia 
Chriſti particulam terre in Dorobernia quam ſibi rex Ethelredus 
dedit xv wvirzarum in lonzitudine, & Viij virgarum inlati- 
indine. Termini terre ſunt hii, 11 orieatali parte terra Regis. 
In parte auſtral: placea civitatis. In Vccidente terra eccleſix 
Chriſti. In Aquilone cimiter1sm Chriſti. This parcell ot land 
mult necdslye on the South. fide of the Church-yard, the 
North and South bounds argue it fo plainely. Her.1. by his 
Charter confirmes to Huzh, Abbat of Saint Auſtzas, and to 
the Monkes there, Omnes illus terras quas Monachi S, Tri- 
nitatts es dedernnt pro excambio terre quam ab eu receperniit ad 
emplificandum cimerium ſunm, Fc. 

Saint Anguſtines Abbey ( as you may remember I told 
you) had ſometimes alſo divers tenents, tenements and 
ground on the ſame quarter of the Church-yard, neare 
and behinde the Cawparile or Clocariam of the Church, the 
ruined foundation whereof appearing now inthe forme of 
alittle Mount lyes incloſed 11 M* Archdeacons Garden. 
Theſe houſes and lands in Hez.2. time, and by his helpe, 
were obtained { upon exchange) of that neighbour Mona- 
ſtery, by the Monkes of this Church, as by what I have 
ſaid hereof before, and by the compoſition made touch- 
ing the ſame, copied in my Appendix, may turther ap- 
PCure. 

One Gervaſins de Cornhill, whom that Compoſition (as 
you ſhall ſee) makes mention of, had divers tenements of 
his owne neere this Campanile, which the Church alſo a- 
bour the ſame time, and tor the ſame reaſons purchaſed of 
him, hisfonne Reigzaldand Maud his Wite, exchanging 
tor them certaine ground in Friday-ftreet London, which 


together with the tormer exchange were confirmed by ſe- 
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verall Charters of Hez.2. tobe ſeene inthe Liegersof the 
Church. ir ſeemes by the premiſfles that this Campanile did 
terminate both the Church-ground and liberty at this 
time. But after this double exchange Iſuppole thoſe houſes 
taken downe,and the ground there laid open unto the back- 
I ſide of the row of ſhops along Burgate-ftreet (Shops I call 
F them, torduch they were built tor, and not for dwelling- 
houſes, becaule, I rake it, of fires, which the neighbour- 
hood of dwelling-houſes might occaſion to the Church, 
witnefle thoſe by the Steeple, which we ſee were there- 
; fore purpoſcly gotten in and had away: ) And the ſame 
ground being ſodiſhouſed and laid open, was made cimi- 
tery ground, and became partand parcellot the Church- 
yard, and ſo accounted. For the reaſon which the Prior 
and Covent renderand ſhow to Archbiſhop Winchelſey in 
E4.1. time, why they ought not to contribute tothe repa- 
ration of Saint Mary Mazaalens Church in Canterbury, in 
reſpect of their rents oft thoſe ſhops, was , thatthe ſame 
were infra limites Cimiterii eccleſie Chriſti Cant. & de manſo 
Eccleſiz* ec.

I 
have ſcene ® ſeverall deeds, that ſhew how, by parcells, it 
became added toand incloſed within the Church-precin&t. 
As firſt, the Church hath a .Compoſition made by the 
Monkes of the place with their neighbours of Saint Auftins, 
and dated inthe yeare 1287. wherein many houſes &c. with- 
in Queningate , are (in exchange for other} paſſed over 
tothe Church.

R/ch. 2. (amongft other things) of one 
Mefſluage in the Pariſh of Saint Mrchaet in Caxterbury neare - 
Quenegate, and of one Acre ot Land in the ſame Pariſh 
neare Qnenegate-lane : The houſe holding of the King.

By this time (I take it) the Church had gotten inallthe 
round hereabouts, ſaving what lay betweene Queningate 
and Burgate, aſlipcalled Queningate-lane. Now tor that, Queningate- 
I finde that by an Act of Parliament. 1, Rich. 3. (by which oy 
the Aldermanry of Weſtgate was granted to the City ) 
the ſame parcell of ground, together with the Poſterne 
and Bridge, was granted to the Church. Bur in caſe of 
eviction of the Aldermanry trom the City, rhe flip of A\dermantyot 
ground and premiſſes was to returne tothe City, apart of _— 
whoſe demeſnefle it was in Fee-terme. And ſurely ſo it 
did , for inthe x. Hey. 7. the ſame Aldermanry, by alike 
Act of Parliament was reſtored to S" George Brownes heires, 
who by the former Act were made incapable of it, for their 
Fachers taking part with Hen.7. againſt Rich. 3. But yet at 
length, after all this, by a compoſition betweene the 
Churchand the City, made Anno7.

Theodore, the ſeventh after Auegnſtize, we 
read erected at Canterbury by licence of Yitalianw the 
Pope, a Schoole or Colledge ( a kinde of Acadenical! 
foundation it was) wherein he placed profeſſors of all the 
liberall ſciences, which (faith my Author) was the very * Lambs per- 
patternetothat Schoole which S:zebers the King of Eaſt- 2mbulaton " 
Angleafterward builded, &c. Bur this Schoole long ſince j;,,, 
vaniſhed, The Danes have ſo often waſted, and other ac- 
cidents and caſualties have ſo altered the face of the City, 
that it were much tolly now to ſeeke with hope to finde 
but the place. 1pſe periere ruine. Therefore no more of that 
Schoole. | 

This we have in hand occurres tome * firſt in the yeare: o// i» 4rchi.- 
1259, when as Robertins Retftor eccleſie Scholarinm Civitatis i cel. Carr, 
Cantuar. his preſenceis taken to witnefſe an appeale of the 
Prior and Covent in a cauſe of theirs then depending be- 
fore the Officiall of Canterbury. A while atter this 1 read 
that Robert Winchelſey, that in time cameto be Archbiſhop 
of Canterbury in Ed.1, time, was a Scholar here : at Canter- 
bury they fay © ; and therefore I ſuppoſe here. In whoſe c;,,p,6c14 
immediate Succeſſors time, there aroſe a great controver- ec; 4/2. iu 
ſte betweene the Rector of this Schoole, and the Parſon 9% = 
of Saint Martin (who it ſeemes by the right and cuftame 
of his Church held and kept a kinde of pettite Free- 
Schoole there ) about the rights and liberties of either

The next thing falling under my Survey are certaine old 
buildings called Honors or the Honors, inthe apportion- 
ment of dwcllings amongſt the firſt Deane and Preb. by 
that name divided and ſhared betweene the predeceflors of 
Doctor 7effery, and Doctor Yoſ5:#5 now Prebernds, With 
Sir Henry Spelmap, and DoCtor Cowel's helpe, I underſt.nd 
the terme , but how to apply it, or how it may ſuite with the 
preſent buildings I know not : Unlefle in that the late Pri- 
ory of Chriſt-church beipg a Barony,and the Prior there,in 
right ofhis dignity,one of the ſpirituall Barons of the Parli- 


. ament,'thoſe buildings (ſometime the. prime part of his 
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ſeat) might ſpecially appertain unto him in right of the Ba- 
rony,or be annexed to the Honor of the Barony,and thence 
take the name of Honors. Their name occurres not tome 
in any Record of the Church betore this Diviſion , elſe 
haply I could have ſaid more ofit, and with more certaiiity, 

A ftep or two turther brings me to the ruines of that 
building which in the Diviſion is called the Fermary- 
Chapell. 

Capgrave tells ofa Chapell which he calls S* 7ohns ftand- 
ing almoſt contiguous to Chrift- Church, built by Cuthbert 
the Archbiſhop, amongſt other intents, for a place of buri- 


alltor himand his Succeflors, and that he was therein _ 
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red. Hence, and becaule of the Statue or efhgies of S* 107 
{ as they ſuppoſe-it to be ; though S* hn, I rake it, isno 
where pictured with a long beard and likean old man, but 
there) with S* 7oþas, Ecce major me cn part yet legible up- 
on an open ſcrowlin his hand (thoughin a character dare 
ſay lefle. ancient then the Conqueſt : ) and from the neare 
fite of it to the great Church, ſome. are of opinion that this 
was that S* 10hns Chapell Capgrave ſpeaks of. By their f4- 
your I think not. For firſt, granting for truth, that there 
ſometimes was ſuch a Chapell, and we have barely Cap- 
graves teſtimony tor it ( ſomewhat a weak ground to build 
apon, ) yet I cannot imagine that fo muchas is yet ſtanding 
ot this Chapell could ſurvive and ftand out ſo many Da- 
niſh inrodes, devaſtations and other combultions as have 
betided this place ſince Cuthberrs dayes, Beſides, Capgrave 
that tells of the beginning and foundation, withall ftraight- 
way ſhows the end and overthrow of that Chapell where 
he fayes. *©* But this Church of S* 7047 many ages ſince, to.- 
«ocether with Chriſt-Church , and the offices thereof 
*exchanged her ſubſtance with fire. Of the repaire or 
reeditying. whereof I. never read. Some ſuppoſing this 
and that other part of ancient building that is below: it 
Welt-ward, to have been one intire ſtructure, and to have 
had dependance one upon the other, do conceivyeit tohaye 
been the Church of S. T7iaitice which Archbiſhop Lanfranc 
built, Indeed the arched or embowed work of it inclines 
my belief thar it was a building erected ſince the Conqueſt. 
But others will have it to be the remaines of the old Church 
of S* Saviour, that was builtand ſtanding betore the Con- 
queſt, that haply which Agelzoth the Archbiſhopin King 
Kintes time, after the former was deftroyed ani! burnt by 
the Danes, reedified. But by their favour, it was neither 
this, that, nor tother. Truth is, as there1s an upper and a 
lower part of this building , ſo was cachparta diſtinct ſtru- 
ture by it ſelf, and not one intire piece, the lower c+ 7eit- 
ern part whereof was ſometime a Hall, tor the pulling down 
whereofthere paſſed adecree in _ 4119 1 545 .WRence

in the Diviſion the very next yeare following tt 15 called 
thelate long Hall. And the upper or Eaſtern part of the 
building was this very Fermary or Infirmary-Chapell. The 
me Diviſion calls it ſo, and thatin regard-1t did ſometime 
appertain and was appropriate to thoſe of rhe Infirmary or 
Iofirmitory (the Noſocom!nm I may call it) of the Min- 
ſterſitrate by it , conſiſting chiefiy of an Hall or Refeo- 
ry,for their common board or table (if ableand fit to come 
tO it, otherwiſe feeding in their chambers) a kitchin to 
drefletheir neceſſury provifionin , a Dormitory or Dortor 
for their place of {leep and repoſe, diſtributed intocertain 
diſtinct and ſeverall chambers , of which, that one mighc 
not diſturb another, every of the infirme folk had one 
properto himſelf. And aprivate Chapell tor their devoti- 
ons, whoeither were fick and could not, or diſeaſed and 
might not accompany their brethren in their more pub- 
lick and common devotionsin the Temple. D' Lazeworth 
2 late Predeceflor of D* Blechyndcs ( asitis noted down in 
a Chapter book)a»n9 1579.took down a crofſe wall between 
his houſe and D' Law/es (a Predeceſlor of D: Brayes ) atthe 
Churches charge , and paved the way between them with 
theſtone. In all likelihood it was the Weſtern wall ot this 
Chapell, or the wall which terminated the Chapell Welt- 
ward , acleare argument of the ditjunction and ſeparation 
thereot from that other lower part of building, The Infir- 
mary hall or RefeRtory , which the Diviſion calls the Ta- 
ble-hall,yet ſtands pertect and intire, being the ſame which 
*s now D” Blechyndens ball to his prebendall houſe , builc 
with otherrooms ( asI fiade) about the yeare 1342. For out 
of Threaſurers Accompts of the Church, in that and the 
next yeare following, I have theſe notes. viz.

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This Infirmary or domus 1nfirmorum I reade of in our 
C hronicles in King 7o4ns time. For the Monks of this 
Church quitting the Monaſtery by command of the King 
ſorely offended art them, for their choice of Stephen Lang- 
ton for their Archbiſhop; 13 ſick Monks which could not | 
remove, were left behinde ( ſaith my Author" ) i» domo 1n- * att. Paris; 
firmorum, The ſame had a bath at or neare the entrance ** 299: 
of it, haply the leaden ciſtern yet remaining, of what uſe 
you may gather from the Decrees of Lanfranc in Reymers 
book. Archbiſhops Wizchelſey's Statutes *alſo mention it, * Lib »/. Ee. 
which have provided many things touching the place. © 
Amongſt the reft, that as aplace of great ſecrecy, no ſecu- 
lar ſhould be admitted into itto view or ſee it. And that 
the Prior of the Church ſhould, it nottwice, yet at leaſt 
oncea week perſonally vititand view theplace, toſeethar 
there be nothing wanting tothe ſick there , nor oughtelſe 
amiſle, oritſo, toſee it reformed. It had a ſpeciall Cura- 
tor befide, who was called 1»firmarius. But let us hence. 
Of ancient buildings the next unto this is the Dortor, Boro: 
the common Dormitory for the Monks, a very old piece, 
as any now ſtands (I beleeye ) within the precinq, Here 
the Monks ( according toS. Bexets rule ) fJept veſtiti .i.in 
their clothes, their regular habit, lying in the woollen, and 
without either ſheet orſhirt. Would you know why > Part- 
ly ( Itakeit )to further theminthe way of Mortification of 
their bodies, and partly for their more readinefleto attend 
their NoCturnes, that is, their night Devotions, which 
in imitation of the Primitives, they obſervedat certain of 
their Canonicall houres, To prevent diſturbance this place? ! 2. memrat. 
had two Vigils or Watchmen that guarded it every night; 
the one till midnight, the othertill break of day. By Arch. 
Biſhop W:xchelſey's Statutes, no woman or ſtranger might 
by any meanes haveacceſle thither, 
Neare unto this Dortor, are the ruines of the Kitchen, 
Pantry, Larder , and otherlike rooms or offices built for 
the common uſe and ſervice of the Covent in point of food 
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Hall.or Refe&ory builr contiguous to the Kitchen / the 
Remaines whereof ſhow it to have been a very goodiy, 
large and curious piece of ſtructure) opening on the South» 
fide with a faire doore into the Cloiſter, before which 
doore ſometimes ſtood a double ciſtern, partly (1 take it) 
for the ſervice of the Hall, and partly asa laveruſed at thac 
Ceremony of waſhing the hands and feet of the Monks by 
the chief Prelate or Superintendent by our Saviours ex- 
ample towards his Diſciples, commanded by S* Bexers rule 
at certain times,eſpecially at their Mandy,to be obſerved ** 
This Hall they called the Fratr/a, in old Engliſh the Frater 
{ ſothe Diviſion calls it ) becauſe it was the commonplace 
of reſort and meeting for the Fraternitie to their repaſt 
ſervedinto them from the contiguous Kitchen. Their or- 
dinary fare and food here was fiſh and fruits, where the 
were not more commonly and conſtantly ſerved in, then 
fleſh was rarely or never. Abſtinence from which being, 
as toall ſorts of Monks in generall, ſo to theſe in particular 
expreſſely enjoyned, and ftrictly impoſed , the common 
Refectory might upon no terms admit of or atfoord any. 
Bur were any of the tamily i{ick, it was to be had for him in 
the Infirmary. The gueſts likewiſe in the Cella Hoſpitum 
( the gueſſing chamber I may call it ) were not denied it : 
and beſides, the Prior ( to whoſe conſcience and diſcretion 
in this behalfmuch was left) it he ſaw cauſe to refreſh any 
one or more with the fleſh at his own table in his private 
chamber, he might call unto him thither now ard then 
ſuch as he thought fit. Thus and in theſe caſes and places 
ficſh might bear any time, and was many times eaten. But 
within the publick Retectory never, and that (as Icon- 
ceive) becauſe of the rules violation in that behalt , 
which theſe ſpecialties were ſo farre from intripging , 
chat like as exceptions doa generall rule, xhey rather con- 
firmed the ſame 1n the generality of it. For as in point ei- 
ther ofthe office or other like agends in the Church, or of 
reſt and repoſe in the Dortor, by obſefving the rules ( that 
Is, the rites and cuſtomes ) of the Monaſterie in thoſe caſes 
in 
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in the places proper thereunto, the Churchand Dortor, 
| bythe generality ofche Monks, the rule in thoſe caſes was 


conceived and conſtrued to be kept and fulfilled : Solike- 
wiſe by obſerving the Monaſtick rules and. cuſtomes for 
food and repaſt ( and particularly this of abſtinence from 
fleſh) in the Refectory, the proper place of common refe- 
ion to the whole Convent in generall, the rule in that 
caſe was by common intendment kept unviolated, And 
thatit mich be ſo, it was ( no doubt ) one mainend of de- 
viſing and erecting theſe common Retectories. For might 
the Monks have been allowed their particular Cells, and a 
Prebendz , or portion fet them out wherewith to finde 
themſelves, and provide them of their own commons, as 
our Prebendaries now have, it might juſtly be feared that 
the rule in this point of abſtinence from fleſh, would beei- 
ther not atall, or nothing ſo well obſerved, asin the com- 
mon and publick Reftefory, where each oneſaw what his 
fellow ate. The conſideration whereof probably moved 
Wifred the Archbiſhop ot this Church 800 yeers ago andup- 
wards ( when by his Codicill he allowed the then Monks of 
this place theirproper Cells, or houſes ) to provide that 
the having of them ſhould not excuſe nor hinder their re. 
ſort tothe Church, for prayers and other like agends there, 
at their canonicall houres, from the common Reftecory 
fortheir boord, nor from the common Dormicory for their 
bed. Asyou ſhall finde by the Charter it felt ( it you peruſe 
it) in my Appendix Scriptzraz6. The Latine is much to 
blame, and che ſenſe ſomewhatimpertect and incoherent , 
but I thought ic not fir, nor my part to vary trom itin the 
{caſt ſyllable. : 

Ot this Hall and the proviſton tor the ſame and the or- 
dering thereof, the chiet care and overſight was intruſted 


to the Cellerar one of the toure great 0vearentiaris ( or Cellerar, 
Sacrift, 
I Ch2 nbcriauns 


Camerarins and -Theſaurarius being the other three. The Turcaſcr.r, 


Officers) of the Monaſtery , as I told you: The Sacriſta 


Threaſurers office was to collect and gather in the rents 
and revenues ofthe Monaſtery. The Chamberlains chiefly 
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conliſted in the care of veſt:tws or clothing for the Monks, 
and therefore he had the charge of the Sartrinum and Sy- 
ftrinum, the tore-houſes of that ſort of proviſion, as1 gueſſe 
by officers and retainers to them, ſuch as theſe *. Magiſter 
Ciſſor. Serundas Ciſſor. Pell: parins, HMagiſter ſutor & gaz- 
cigejſws. Tres ſervientes in Lavendria &c. whence he was 
alſo called Yeſtiarims. Ir was the Sacriſts or Sextens ofhce 
and bulineſſe to ſee the Church, the Temple, kept ſartum 
teftam, and to have care of the ſacred veſſells, the veſt- 
ments, ornaments, books and utenſils ofthe Church , and 
todiſpoſe ofand order both the place and manner of inter- 
ring the dead, both Monks and others. And our Cellerars 
office regarded the * C/bum Monachorum , the proviſion of 
food forthe Monks and the ordering thereof, to which end 
he had the Piſtrizum and the Bracinum ( the Bakehouſe and 
the Brewhouſe or Maulthouſe ) under his charge. Accord- 
ingly, atthe ſetling of the Churches Mannors by Arch- 
bilhop Larnfranc ſome were aſſigned and allotted to the 
teeding, other to the clothing of the Monks : as you ſhall 
finde by the diſtinction which is obſerved in therecitall of 
thoſe Mannorsin Doomſday book, where ſome are ſaid and 
{er down to appertain tothe Monks ad cibum, other ad ve- 
ſertum. 

By the way will you heare a learned mans opinion of this 
diſtin@tion of Monaftick Off.es, and ailigning out unto 
them their peculiar ferms and revenues? Non eſt dubium 
( faith Roveriws in his Illuſtrations of the Hiftory of S. Ions 
Monaftery at Rheimes pag. 649.) Putn inde maxima fuerit & 
diſcipline & rei familiaris in M onaſterits labes, quod domeſticis 
inprims adminiſtris, ac ſwbinde etiam Monachss ſingults ſus at- 
tribute fuerint ſigillatim prediorum aut proventuum Monaſterit 
partes. Name lapſum inde eft paupertatis ſtudium, jatta avaritie 
[emina, charitas publice imminuta, tradutte in affines Monaſtc- 
rorurs facultates, licentie, ac witits ſuppeditata alimenta. Ir- 
repſit vero hec lues in Monaſteria vulgo poſt annum milleſimum. 
Ac licet earenus adminiſtrationes ejuſcemod; obedientia dicereu- 
twr, quod ſolo Abbatis & Capituli imperio, atque arbitrio 95

The Cellerar no doubt was a great man inthe Colledge. 


Archbiſhop W:ncheiſeys ſtatutes ® agreeably to Lanfranc's » Lib.ccuk!, 
decrees, which ſay beoughtto be Pater Monaſterii, expreſ- 


ly call him fo. 1: omnes Cuſtodes Maneriorum , necnon 
omnes Obedientiari excepto duntaxat AMatore Celerario, qui 
pater dicitur OM onafterii, &c. and that he was a great man 
in his place may appeare by the large extent of his charge. 
In the lit of the Churches tamily taken inthe yeare 1322. 
I finde all theſe perſons ſorting to his Office,

ancient Decd of this Church did conſift, which I ſuppoſe 
was holden of himin his proper Hall, and thence tooke it 
name of Halimot, to ſay, Conventus aulz. The office was 
indeed ſo exceeding great and troubleſome, that like as 
the Prior, for the ſame reaſon had his $#+- Prior, or Prior 
clauftri , \the Sacriſt or Sexten, for the like cauſe his $b-ſa- 
criſts: ſo had this our Cellerar his Sub-Cellerarims to allift 
him and beare a ſharewith him (and ſurely need enough) 
in the managing of this burcthenſome office, and weighty 
province. 
I read © that in the Abbey of S* Edmunds-bury , illuſtris 
adrum pars cum latifundiis ejus muneri deſignata fuit, as my 
Authors owne wordsare. So had our Cellerar here. For he 
had alarge part of principall houſing alotted him, all conti- 
guous to the Coyent-Hall and Kitchen (che Sphere where- 
in he chietely moved) namely his Hall and his Lodgipgs, 
as they were called. His Hall that whichis nowthe Arch- 
biſheps for the Keeping of his temporall Courts. Ananci- 
ent peece, and (I take it) aparcell of that houſing Edmerws 
*ſpeakesof, which heſaith Archbiſhop Laxfranc upon the 
increaſe of the number of his Monkes pulling downe the 
former too little for their uſe, ſecondly built better and 
largerthenthe former: the Dortorand North-Hall, — 
otherpart of it, as I conceive, all built upon brave arche 
vanlts of tone. Intothis (the Cellerars) Hall, thepreſenr 
paſſage lyes by the Palace Greeneor Court; whereas the 
ancient ordinary way to it was onthe other fide the Hall, 
inat afaire doore, over which is cut in the ftone- worke the 
reſemblance of the Holy Ghoft in the Doves forme de- 
ſcending on our Saviour, andunder his feete the ftatue of 
an Archbiſhop (haply the Founder) in his Pontificalls, Be- 
tweene this Hall and the Court-gate ſometimeslay a paſ- 
fage by and through the long low Entry, inthe Diviſion 
calledthe Pantiſe, whereby ingrefle and regrefle , carri- 
age and recarriage might be made to and from the Hall. 
His Lodgings lay on the Weſt-fide or Quarter of the 
Cloiſter, into which it had a double doore, having in the 
Windowcs, 
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" Windowes, the name, coate of armes and Rebus or name- 


deviceof Richard mo Monke, one of them © that = 
(3,9, 


conſpired with the Holy Maide of Xext in Hes.8. dayes, 
and ſaluted Tiburne tor his paines, who in his time was 
Cellerartorhe Church. Theſame Hen.8. afterward in his 
new erection and dotation of the Church, exprefſely re- 
ſervesto him and his Succeflors both Hall, and Lodgings, 
by the names of the Cellerars Hall, and the Cellerars Lod- 
gings. Butthey are ſince come tothe See, and laid tothe 
Palace, and paſſages made to them from the ſame. 
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I have done with them, and paſſe from thence to the Cout-Gue, 


Court-Gate, commonly called the Porters-Gate , built 
(as I rake it ) by the old generall founder Archbiſhop Larx- 
franc. Onthe North-ſ1de whereof ſtandsan ancient ſtone- 
worke-pile, the North part whereof, i. from the ſtaires 
or aſcent North-ward, is now D* Caſaubons Prebends houſe, 
The name of which building is now quite loſt, ſaving that 


ſome call it Hog-Hall : haply rather (as Hogia, Hoga, Hogi- oral, 
un and Hogumis by S* Henry Spelman * derived trom the 61m, 


German Hog, ſignifying high, or mounted) becauſe ofthe 
high and lofty fire and pofture of it, then, as ſome dreame, 
from the drefling of Hogs ſometime in the Undercrott of 
it, auſe for which it were abſurd to thinke it built. Others 
from the fite of it call it, and ſo doe ſome of the Church- 
Records, North-Hall, and m12n4 aula juxta portam curie 
verſus Aquilonem, I finde it alſoin ſome of the Church Re- 
cords called Oral; but whether from the ſame originall 
with 0riaff Colledgein oxford, which name ſome conceive 
to be a corruption of A#l-royall, I leave to other mens 
judgements. Bur all this while we are without ſatisfaction 
tor what uſe ſo ſtrong and goodly a foundation as this is 
ſtanding upon Vaults, and having to it a very gracefull 
aſcent by ſtone-ſteps, beſet on either {ide with ſmal Marble 
Columnesſand other (arched) ftone-worke wasintended 
or how uſed in former time. It I may ſpeake my opinion, I 
ſhall cell you (and I thinke rightly) what it was. 
There was (you muſt know then) before the Diſſolution 
CC 8 (as.

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{as by Saint Benets Rule there ought to be) Hoſpitality kept 
and intertainment atfoorded andallowed both at Bed and 
Boord unto ſuch ſtrangers (Travellers and Pilgrimes eſpe- 
cially) as reſorting to the Monaſtery ſhould crave it of the 
Monkes: and conſequently there was a place in the Mona- 
ſery ſer apart for that purpoſe. This place of receipt they 


preſent building was that Aula & Camera Hoſbitum, I will 
give you my reaſons. 

Firſt it ſtood and ftandsmoſt conveniently for the pur- 
poſe, being by the Court-Gate, remote trom the Mona- 
ſtery which ſtrangers were .ottopry into, And Archbiſhop 


ſeeme to1ntimate the ſtanding of it within the Court. 1:ems 
aula Hoſpitum & paralitorinm & quecunque of ficia ac domus ex- 
teriors Curie, &c. Say the lame Stat. 

Secondly the Cellerar had charge of it. Now the Pen- 
tice or Entry betweene the Court-Gate and his Hall did (as 
it were) makethem meete. 

Thirdly the preſent building was not onelya Hall, but 
divided (as appeares by it) into an Hall anda Chamber (or 
Parlor) ſo to accommodate the intertained gueſt with both 
Bed and -Boourd, and what doe the ſame Winch. Statutes 
call it but Aula Hoſpitum & Paralitorium ?- as you fee be- 
tore. 

I muſt acknowledge to have received ſome light alſoin 
this matter fromthe tollowing ſtory. A Keeper of Prince 
Fdwards Ward-Robe (ſay the Records of the Church) in 
the great North-Hall of the Court, in the yeare 1304. 
Kills another man within the precinct, and flyes ftreight 
way to the Chamber of the Hall, and though he were re- 

mred by the Steward of the Church, refuſeth to come 
orth, or to ſufter any to enter. Whereupon the Prince 
being conſulted, another Keeper is ſent downe, and order 
given to have the maletactor brought to his triall by a pre- 
fixed time. In the interim the Juſtices ina Seffions holden 
ante portam caſtri Cant, inquire of the murder and finde it. 
Shortly 
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Shortly after the malefactor is brought before ſome Judges 
regia placita tenentibrs in the Archbiſhops Palace, where ir 
being demanded of him how he would or could acquir 
himſelt, he anſwers that being a Clerk , he cannot ſize 07. 
Ainario ſnoreſpondere : whereupon, being firſt found guilty 
of the tact by the Jury, he is, as convicted, delivered oyer 
to the Ordinary, and ſent to the Archbiſhops Gaole at 
Maidſtone. Thus goes the Story. Now I collect from 
hencethat the Prince himſelf had been received here , and 
intertainment affoorded to his wardrobe after his de- 
patture ; a uſe ſutableto the condition of the place in hand, 
By this time (I trow) you ſee enough to perſwade your 
beleef of this building to have been the Azla and Camera 
Hoſpitum, And now knowing what it was I ſhall next ac- 
quaint you with what 1 further reade conce:ning it inthe 
Church-records. 

The Hall had her p oper and peculiar Steward; who, 


under the Cellerar, was to fee to the accommodation of 


the guefts with all necefſaries ac: ording to the Statutes and 

Cuſtomes of the Monaſte:y. He was called Sexeſcallus au- 

Le Hoſpitum. Here was intertaioment to be had of charity, 

for religious and ſecular guefts,and that (by the Statures of 
Archbiſhop W:xche!ſry ) tor the ſpace of atleaft aday and a 
night: horfe and man, Onrhe top or by the toot of the 
Staire-caſe of ſtone vaulted underneath, anciently hung a 
gate, whereof (it ſeems) there was a conftant Kk:eper , 

who had his chamber hard at hand, For in the yeare 1382.

I have nothing more to obſerve 
of this Court, except the ſmallnefle of the room that it is 
keptin. The reaſon whereot may be this. The Difſoluti- 
on diminiſhing the revenues of the Church made the 
Churchmen ( 1 ſuppoſe ) to leflen their Courr.

azere, Andtheretore will it ſuffice that remiſ5s:ve, Treferre 
the readertotheſe mens Learned Labours, whom I have 
choſen tocite, becauſe the vulgar, whoſe onely 1nformati- 
on Ihereintend, can more eaſily both purchaſe and peruſe 
them, their workes like themſelves ſpeaking Engliſh. The 
learned, Iknow, can further ſatisfie themſelves 1n the point 
from Ber:heriwe in his Pithanſh, and Morinus of late, in 
Eccleſiaſtice Exercitationes, not to mention divers others.

paſſengers in minde of their mortality ) upon the toporat 
the feet of mountains. And this kinde of interrement by 
generall cuſtome was uſed both of Jewes and Gentiles, as 
you may finde at large illuſtrated by Fever in his Monu- 
ments. Hence was it that A#guſt:ne the firſt of our Archbi- 
ſhops procured the ground , on part whereof he afterward 
erected his Abbey , lying without the City, for aplace of 
ſepulture tor the Kings of Kent , himfelt and all fucceed- 
ing Archbiſhops of that See. 

Cicero making mention of this law, gives this reaſon for 
it, Credo (ſaith he) wel propter 1gnem, vel periculum. But 
Hoſpinian out of Durand, Y ipian and others, ſhewes the rea- 
ſon of it moreatlarge. It wasa cuſtome ( ſaith he ) intimes 
of old that men and women were buzied in their own pri. 
vate houſes or gardens ; but afterwards for the noiſome 
ſavour and contagious ſtink of the dead carcafles ſointer- 
red, it was inacted that all burialls ſhould be without Towns 
and Cities, in ſome convenient place appointed for that 
purpoſe. And however that this order was obſerved by the 
Gentiles upon this reaſon onely, ſcilicet wt in urbibus mundi- 
cies ſervaretur, et aer minus inficeretur , ex cadaverum putre- 
ſcentium fatore, yet the true Chriſtians, and ſuch as by their 


lively faith were adopted the children of God, hada fur- 


ther myſtery in this theit manner of interrments : for by 
the carriage and buriall of the dead corps without their 
City-walls, they did mm confirmeand witnefle , that 
the parties deceaſed were gone out of this world to be 
made free denizens of another City, namely Heaven, 
there to remain with the bleſſed Saints in eternall happi- 
neſle. 

This order or cuſtome of buriall without cities continu- 
ed amongft the Chriſtians untill the time of Gregory the 
Great, foras then the Mouks, Friers and Priefts (ſaith my 
foreſaid Author ) began to offer ſacrifice for the ſouls de- 
parted. So that for their more eaſe and greater profit, they 
procured firſt that the places of ſepulture ſhould be adjoyn- 
ing unto their Churches. Upon this reaſon out of the faid

racles in his lite time ( ſo they fay of him ) he was ( like his 
predeceffor 04s) canonized a Saint atter his death; and his 
rcliques of ſuch high account, even in thoſe times, that.

to gather the greater multitude thither for the celebration 
of the Anniverſary ſolemnities of Beckers tranſlation, on 
the one, and his paſſion ( as they uſed coterme it ) on the 
other of thoſe dayes. And ( for ſo my author addes ) as Fairs 
were greater, as the Church and town were of more eſtima-

Between the Monks.of Caxi. and him there 
was great debate and ftrite about the Colledge which he 
firſt intended and attempted to erect at Hack/ngton by 
Caxterb, and afterwards at Lambhith : but was crotſed in 
both, as you may finde at large elſewhere, He firſt laid, 
Wales to the Province of Cart.

Then ſucceded Hubert Walter. He it was that firſt deviſed 
our aflize of bread, our weights and meaſures of wine, oyl, 
corn&c, He compaſſed the Tower of London with a ſtrong. 
wall and deep more, ſoas thewater incloſed rhe ſame quite 
round , which betore that time could never be brought to 
paſſe,and performed many other great works of ineftima- 
vle charge : ſuch as his eccleſtalticallrevenues alonecould 
neverhave inablcd him to do, had not other helps trom his 
fecular offices been adjoyned. For at one time , belides 
that he was Archbiſhop, and the Popes Legate a /atere, he 
was Lord Chancellor, Lord ckiet Juſtice, and High imme- 
diate governour under King Rzc, 1, of all his dominions 
botiin Wales ard England. And having been Aichbiſhop 
alwoſt 12 yearcs, died at his Mannor of 7exham. And was 
buried Isly x2, 1205 , 1n the South-wall of In, 
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belide the Quire. His tombe is there extant at this day, 
and is ( Itake it ) the moſt ancient one ( except Anſelmes ) 
that the Church viſibly affoords. From the ſituation where- 
of, let me give you this note, that the ancicnteſt tombes in ancienc 
Churches are ſo or alike ſituate, namely in or along by the tombs.

In this Archbiſhopstime five marks per annum was hold- 
ena competency tor a Vicars ſtipend at Halffow , ancient- 


ly called Halegeſtow ſignitying the Holy place, a Vicarage Vicrs ſtipend ' 


being erected and indowed by Archbiſhop Havert, the Vi- 
cars {tipend there was rated accordirgly; ) and thereupon 
that conſtitution, 9un:2m aurem de officio Vicarii,in Provin- 
c1ali, was agreed upon 1nd made, for the eftabliſhing of that 
rate as ſufhcient, Indeed five marks in thoſe dayes was as 
much as ten pound in theſe. However, it ſeems it was a 
great deale cheaper world in thoſe dayes, andall — 
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things were then of farre lefſe price then now , when foure 
times five marks of ours, nay foure times five pounds of 
ours is now the ordinary, and yet ( inreſpeCtto the charge- 
able ſtate of theſe dayes ) but reaſonable and moderate {ti- 

nd fora Curate. Would yoa know the reaſon ? Ir is then 
ſhortly this; the greater ? Ames ot money now then 
heretofore, For ( as S* Henry Savill noteth upon Tacitus) 
the excefliveabundance of things which confift meerly on 
the conſtitution of men; draweth neceflarily thoſe things 
whichnature requireth , to an higher rate in the marker.

Richard Wetherſhed ſucceeded Stephen Langton : who en- 
joyed the honour but a little while to wit, two yeares or 
thereabouts, and died at S, Gemma in his return trom 
Rome, where he was buried, 

S. Edmund. 4x. 

S. Edmund ſucceeded him , who died ayno 1242. eight 
yeares after his conſecration, and was buried alſoin forrein 
parts. He married King Hey. 3. to Queen Eleanor at Can- 
rerbury in the yeare 1236. 

Boniface, 46. 

Boniface ſucceeded S. Edmund, He died: in Savoy ( his 
own Countrey ) in the yeare 1270, ſomewhat more then 
26 yeares after his conſecration. He pertormed two things 
not unworthy of memory, he payed the debt of 22 thouſand 
marks that he found his See indebted in. And built a good- 
Hoſpitall ar Maidſtone, called the new works , and indued 
with revenues valued at the ſuppreſſion at x59 1b. 75 10% 
( William Courtnay his ſucceſſor long atrer tranſlated the

Havin 
been Archbiſhop about the ſpace of fix yeares he was made 
a Cardivall , and then refigning his Archbifhoprick gat him 
intoItaly, and died and was buried at Y:terbium. Being yet 
Archbiſhopin the yeare 1277. by his kinde and gentle per- 
ſwaſion he appeaſed the Citizens of Cazterb. eagerly bent 
upon revenge in a very ſtrange way to be taken of the 
Monks of Chriſt- Church, for refuſing them their aid in that 
impoſition of finding and ſetting forth twelve horſemen to 
ſcrve in the Kings intended warre againſt Lewelyz Prince 
ot Wales, laid upon the City, whereof before in the Black 
Friers I have ſpoken. 

Iohn Peckham. 48. 
Tohn Peckham ſucceeding K tlwardby - and continned in 
the Chaire 13 yeares, and almoſt an half, In which time he 
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founded the collegizte Churchat Wineham in Kent, or ra- Winghams 


ther changed the Pariſh-Church there intoa Collegiate, 
The head of which Colledge was called Prepoſirus, a Pro- 
voſt, The ordination of which Prepoſiture, together with 
this our Archbiſhops letters for the dividing of Wingham 
Church into foure Pariſhes, dated an70 1282, are extant in 
the Records of Chriſt-Church , where I have ſeen them. 
Now //:ngham it ſelf ( the mother Cuurch)) Aſh, Good. 
neſtone, and Noningten ( Chapell; to it ) were the 4 Pa- 
riſhes. Overland and Kichborough were Chapells to Aſh, 
and Wimingſwold a Chapell to Noxington.

and from him, Biſhop Gedw:z and others have ſaid enough 
already. And I paſſe over his whole lite, and come to his 
buriall place, which is not now extant by any monument of 
him in the Church. Bur certainit is he once had one there, 
and it ſtood ( ſay thoſe Authors ) beſide the Altar of S. Gre- 
Zory by the South-wall.

upon his immediate Succeſſor ( Walter Reynolds ) and his 
Suffragans , 4xns 1326., all joyned in petitionto the Pope 
for his Canonization , direting their letters to him for that 
purpoſe under their ſeverall hands and ſfeales: which it 
ſeems were never ſent, for the originallis yet remaining in 
the Cathedrall. Yid:, inſpexi. And Ido not reade that he 
was ever canonized. Yet for his vertues, the common peo- 
ple would needs efteem him a Saint. AndI findetreafurers 


of the Church accompt divers yeares for offerings to or at 


hisrombe. Therefore it was afterwards pulled down. In 
the Records both of the Cathedrall, and of rhe Hoſpitall 
of Herbaldowne I have ſeen new Statutes of his making , 
namely fuch as he madeand gave to cither, upon and after 
his Viſitation of each place, It was be that firſt creed per- 
petuall Vicarages in « as mother Church of Reculver , and 
the Chapellsto it ( Hearne and S* Nicholas ) and endowed 
them, as I finde by an authenticall copy of the ordination 
of thoſe Vicarages which hath come unto my hands. + 
For the maintenance of the Churches liberties, and ec- 
clefiaſticall Juriſdiction , he mainly oppoſed prohibitions 
grown frequent in his dayes, and cauſed the Clergies grie- 
vances to be drawn into Articles: whereof ſee the Anti- 
guitates Britannice in hislife. pag.

. Andnow returne weto our Archbiſhop. To the Nonnes 
of Davington by Feverſham which my Author thinkes were 
French-women, he gave and preſcribed rules or ordinan-

Whereof ( as I faid) Henry was the firſt : Sometime 
Abbat of Carne in Normandy - trom thence brought hither 
by Laxfrank , and made Prior of this Church. Atrerwards

The next Prior after Elme;us, was Gosfridus, who (as I 
have it from the Continuer of F/orexce of Worceter) inthe 
yeare 11-8. was at the ſuite of Dav:dof Scots, by the con- 
ſentot the Archbiſhop (14am Corboyl) choſen Abbar of 
the Monattery of Dunfermelin in Scotland. Vir rel:g1onts 
eximie (my Authors owne words) Cantuarie Prior Gosfridus 
aomine, Rege Scotorum David petente, & Archiep:{cops Gu- 
lielmo annuente, Avbas eligitur ad locum in Scotia qut Dunfer- 
melin dicitur. Ordinatus eſt autem ab Epiſcopo eccleſte ſantti 
Andre. A petition to this purpoſe of the ſame Scottiſh King 
is extant to this day amonglt the Records of the Cathe- 
drall, where I have ſeene and read it. 

Teremias. 6. 

Teremias (a Mouke alſo of the place) ſucceeded Flmers. 
Ot whom I reade in the Acts and Monuments, that Arch- 
biſhop Theov1/d talling out with him for certaine cauſes be- 
rweene them, tor which the Archbiſhop raking ſtomach 
againſt him would lay the ſentence of /x#terd:&10 againſt 
him : The Prior, to five himſelfe, made his appeale to 
Pope 1znocenut. The Archbiſhop provoked the more by 
that, depoſed him tromthe Priorſhip, and placed one 3Falter 
in his roome. J/eremras notwithſtanding making his com- 
plaint and appeale to Rome, obtained letters from the Pope 
ro Henry Biſhop of Wincheſter, being the Popes Legat ; by 
the vertue whereof he againſt the heart of rhe Archbiſhop 
was reftored, and Walter diſplaced. Neverthelefle, the faid 
Teremy, not willing there tocontinue with diſpleafure ofthe 
Archbiſhop , ſhortly after of his owne accord renounced 
his Priory,and Walter againe was received in his ſtead. Thus 
Maſter Fox. Biſhop Goawys in his Catalogue, inthe lite of 
Archbiſhop Theobald, writing of this matter, by miſtake 
affirmeshim to have beene Priorof Saint A»ftins, That he

ſimple man after the Kings liking ;) but the Prior diſſemblingly 
anſwering the King againe that he neither could nor would with- 
out the conſent of the Covent give promiſe to any man: in fine, 
contrary to the Kings ſo humble requeſt, agreedto the eledtion 
of another, which was the Prior of Dover called Richard Ano 
1173. whocontinued in that ſeaclevenyeares. Thus Fox. His 
Covent and he (as the ſame Author reports) fell out about 
his tranſlating the reliques of Saint D#»ſfay, This doubr- 


lefle is the man whom Pirſews mentions, and calls S* ads. 


A man (faith he) of approved yertue, and eminent learning. 


From Prior of this Church he was tranſlated and preferred 


to be Abbat of Batre/!, ſaith the ſame Pirſeus. One Sampſon 
Dorobernenſis, aman famousallo for his piety and learning, 
was his equall in time, and companion inplace, being a 
Monke of this Church about the yeare 1170.

Beaedictuns ſucceeded Odo. And in the yeare 1177. was a 
party to the compoſition made betweene him and his Co-

For reade* thatin the yeare 1181, when, 
ina Proceſſion at Chrift-Church, one S' Robert Mortimer an 
excommunicate perſon for his contumacy, quia noluit juri 
parere, ſuper injuria quans fecerat Cantuar. eccleſie de quadans 
paſtura, quam abſtulit manerio eorum quod dicitur Depeham . 
intruded himſelte into the company: this Prior, A/az,eſpy- 
ing of himthere, informes the Archbiſhop, who was then 
preſent, of it, and that aſecond time becauſe the Archbi-. 
ſhop would have connivedatit ; the Archbiſhops ſervants 
diflwading the Prior becauſe of the Kings diſpleaſiire. At 
length becauſe the Prior ſaw the Archbiſhop would take no 
noticeof it, he tells him that fith he will :ot uſe his aurho- 
rity without, he will uſe his owne withinthe Church. And 
accordingly being entered the Church and at maſſe, the 
Prior requires the Covent to ſurceaſc, who obeyed, and 1o 
the excommunicate to his ſhame was by ſtrong han caſt 
outof the Church, and then they pruceededin their devo« 
tions.

and converting to their private uſe the fruits of*the ſame, 
ſpent their dates in worldly pleaſures and delights, contrary 
to the canons and rules of monaftick diſcipline. W hom this 
Prior,an honeſt & pious man,called home, 8 provided that 
fortime to come, the poſſeſlions of the Movaſtery ſhould be 
commended to the care and managing of truſtie laicks, 
and not of the Moxzks. Herein Ife ,- to friend the then 
Archbiſhop 19h Peckham, who took his part, and affoorded 
him his help and furtherance in the bulinefſe.

Hen, de Eaſtry ſucceeded Tho. Ringemer, and continued 
Prior 37 yeares. A fair time, inwhich 1 finde Record of ma- 
ny worthy as done both in and about the Churchand Mg- 
zaſtery, and alſo in their Demeſnes abroad, which therefore 
I may juſtly intitle to this Prior : whereof I may not forget 
the repair of the Quire and Chapter-houſe which coſt 839 
lib. 7584, and the Novum clocarium longum verſus Northin 
the yeare 1317. a Steeple ſometime ſtanding on the North- 

ſide of the Church ſithence either with age decayed, or b 
ſome alterations or new buildings defaced. He built alſo 
anew Grange at Berton, where in his time towit ax79 1302. 
I finde the Church had a Gaol or Prifon. For ( as the Story* 
goes) one of Chriſt-Church Berton that yeare killing an- 
otherthere, and being by the Churches Officers impriſon- 
edin the Gaol there: the Bailiffs of the City go to Bertor, 
and by ftrong hand take the priſoner thence, and commit 
him to the Town Gaol : but after treaty and ſight of the 
Church Charters of 1*fanetheſ &c. they reſtore him ; who 
at the next aſſilesat Maidſtone was tried, convicted, con- 
demned , and hanged at the Church-gallowes at Holling- 
boruc. 

70 return to our Pr/or, I finde Þ that in his time the 
Church was plentitully furniſhed with Vines, as at Colton, 
Berton , $.

Qneniam tabellig- 
zum. in the preface to each. And for that cauſe, and for 
ſupply of that defect, it was thought requitite, for the cre- 
dit of publick Inſtruments to invent and have recourſe to 
authentick ſcales, Whence thoſe two Legatize Conſtitutions ;, 
the one commanding them to be frequently uſed , the 
other forbidding them to be at all miſuſed. Ever ſince 
which time the publick inſtruments of Biſhops and other 
Ordinaries have been juſtified, by ſuch authentick ſeales : 
and ſuch of them as going out under the Biſhops ſeale ( for, 
as one faith ®the certificate of any Ordinary under a Bi- 
ſhop is of no credit nor will be received in the King: 
Courts) uſe hath bin made of at the common law ; for their 
ſeales ſake, have been of faith and reputed authentick, 
How true then their affirmation is which ſay that Eccle- 
fiaſticall Courts are no Courts of Record comes ficly 
here in place to be inquired. Biſhops I know for cer- 
tain ( ſaith one ) certifying Paſtardy, Bigamy , Exconmuni- 
cation , the Vacancy or Plenarty of a Church, a marriaze, 4 

ivorce, 4 ſpirittall intruſion, or whether a man be profeſſed 
inany religion, with other ſuch like are credited without 
further inquiry or controlment. Belides a Teſtazzen; ſhewed 
under the ſeale of the 0r4/zary is not traverſable, Thus 
Dr Cewcll in his Interpreter, in verb. Record, Where he cites 
many authorities for proof hereof out of common law and 
lawyers books: whither I referre you, and return to our 
Prior. Who in the yeare 1285. entered into compoſition 
wich the then Abbat of S. Aufrns touching a certain kay 
and houſe built by him or the preceding Prior at Forawich, 
tothe great diſtaſt of the Abbat , whereof more hereafter 
in my Appendix, where Lwill give you the full relation of Ic 
trom Thorne, viz, par.

Bcing Archdeacon ( as l:e was one that favourcd not the 
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Monks of his time*) he proved very troubleſome and offen. * Evin. | 


five to them of Chr:f-Church,by intruding himſelfamongft 
them, and into their Chapters and aſſemblies, as one of . 
ſociety. Being no Monk , but a ſecular, the Monks could 
not brook his doings : but addreſſing themſelves to the 
Archbiſhop for remedy, they procured of him the follow- 
ingletrers.

Thomas Becket ſucceeded Roger. But he that ſofavoured 
him as to bring himto this dignity, Archbiſhop Theozvald, 
prevailed ſo farre with the King tor his further advance- 
ment, as that, after the acceſſion of other preferments, at 
length Theobald dying, this man was ſeleted by the King 
for his Succeſſor. His ſtory is obvious, wherefore | willnot 
repeat it, andthe rather becauſe I have my ſelfdelivered 
many things of hina before in properplace. 

Geffrey Ridell ſucceeded Becket : and was as the 3 former, 
of Theobal4s preferring and putting in. -le continued 
Archdeacon uutill Archbiſhop Beckets time, whole ſtory 
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mentions himas an enemy to him and his proceedings, as 
taking part with the King in his quarell with Becker , who 
theretore excommunicated him as you may reade in Rog. 
Hoveden , who will tellyou more of this matter. This 
Archd. afterward was conſecrate Biſhop of Ely, to wir. 
ann0 1174. The often-cited Catal, in Ely will let you know 
more of him. 

Herbert ſucceeded him, in the time of Richard the Arch. 
biſhop, Beckets immediate Succeſſor. Who ('tis ſaid) made 
three Archdeacons to his Dioceſe, which uſually had but 
one before. Their names were Savaricws, Nicolams and He- 
rebertus, But this held not long, the 3 being inthe ſame 
Archbiſhops time reduced to one again, namely this Her- 
bert. To whom the Archbiſhop made a perſonall Grant of 
Inrisdiftion much like that whereabout the Archbiſhop of 
York and the Archdeacon of Richemond differed about the 
ſame time ; for appealing of which difference iſſued out 
that Decretall Epiſtle of /znocert. 3. Cap. Cumweniſſent. de 
Inſtitutionibrs. Our preſent Archdeacons Grant, which tor 
Antiquity-ſake I inſert, was this here following.

For the firſt, Robert : I reade that of Archdeacon of Cay- 


:erb, he was made Biſhop of Sal/sbury, ſucceeding Hubert that 
was tranſlated thence to Carterb : inthe yeare 1193. 


The ſecond Hen. de Caſtilion ſucceeded Robert, and was 


Archdeacon in Hubert the Archbiſhopstime : as I finde by 
divers of his ſubſcriptions to charters and other evidences 
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of S*, Radigund's Abbey by Dover, made by Hubert and 0. 
thers. In To yeare of our Lord 1202. this man being Arch. 
deacon, there happened a great controverhie between King 
1ohn and the Monks of S*. Auguſtines touching the right of 
the patronage of the Church of Feverſham, They were fo 
ftiffe and ſtout on both ſides in the carriage ofthe bulineſſe, 
that throughthe violence that w.isuſed by the one to out 
the other ot poſſeſſion, the Churches prophanation enſued, 
whereupon this our Archdeacon challenging right to the 
cuſtodie of the Church during the vacancy therect, inter- 
poſeth himſelte, excommunicates the Monks for holding 
the Church by force, overthrows the altarsas thereby pro- 
faned, and theninterdidts the Church, 'The Mozks ſtreight- 
way appeale to the Pope. He ſends out his commiſſion tor 
the fullunderſtanding of the matter: But (faith Lambert) 


| Perambul. of the Monks (being now better adviſed) took a ſhorter way,

and ſending preſents to the King, they both obtained at his 
hands reſtitution of their right, and alſo wan him to become 
theirgood Lordand Patron, Notwithſtanding, the Arch- 
deaconand they proceeded on in ſuite at Rome, about the 
cuſtodie and fruitss of their vacant Churches : this and M;/- 
zo eſpecially, In which ſuire ifluedout that Decrete/Epiſtle 
of Innocent 3. Bone memorize. de Appellatio, direted to the 
BB. of Rocheſter and Londer. I finde alſo amongſt the re- 
cords of Chrift-churcha long ſcrowle of witneſſes depofiti- 
ons takenas wellon the one part as the other, but what was 
the iſlue or finallend of the controverſteI know not, but do 
gucſle (by alike courſe afterward taken with a ſucceeding

on given him by the CHonxks, and thereby ſome ſhare and 
part with them of the profits of their vacant Churches 
yeeldedto him fora peace. The matter whichthey ſtrove 
for, was in thoſe dayes of moment and very conſiderable, 
but the caſe is nowaltered by Stat ". which'gives the Suc- 
ceſſour the fruits in the vacancie, and fo hath cut off ſuch 
brabbles. Ihave nothing more to ſay of this Archdeacon, 


but that you may finde him a witnefle to Bucene Alianor's 
Charter 
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Charter made to the Monks of Chriſt-Church, acquitting 
them otthe Cities walling and inditching in Rc. r.time. 
I come now to the third Archdeacon of this.Century, 
which was Hex. de Stanford or Sandford (forT finde him writ- 
tencither way, and Harpsfield writes him Stafford) eleted 
atrerwards to the Biſhoprick of Rocheſter, and conſecrate 
anno 1227, Being Archdeacon, he tooke a reſignation of 
Blean Church, by the title of vices gerens Domini Stephant 
Cantrarienſis”, which was Archbiſhop Langten.

This Archdeacon being ſo preferred : Stephen Langton 
who was then Archbiſhop, | ooo. gto his brother one $702 
Langton (one that was not onely out of meanes, but alſo our 
of favour both with the King and Pope, the latter, by means 
ofthe former giving him the repulle forthe Archbifhoprick 2. >, 
of Yorke, to which he was elected by the Chapter there) 
conferred the Archdeaconry upon him, the yeare before he 
died. In favour ofwhom {carne & ſanguine revelante, ſaith 
a Recordin Chriſt-Church) he much amended the Arch- 
deaconry.

Balawyn and Hubert his predeceſſors, upon the controverſie 
between them and the Monkes about the Chapels of H4- 
 kington and Lambhith, upon diſpleaſure taken againſt the

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Archdeacon (itis like) for oppoſing them and their project 
in behalte of the Monks, had exempted certaine Churches : 
this Stephen, with the Monkes conſent, by a ſpeciall Char- 
ter, reverſeth and revokes that exemption, and ſubjects 
againe the Churches to the Archdeacons Juriſdiction in 
fuch manner as by the tenor of the Charter copied in my 
Appendix Scriptura22. may and willappeare. And then be- 
ganthe Archdeaconry to be enlarged, this Archdeacon 
being the firſt that ever hada reall or perperuall grant made 
to himand his Succeflors of the Archidiaconal luriſdiftion, 


 whoſepredeceflors never had other then a perſovall, ſuch as 


was that (before ſet torth) made to Herbert, orthe like, 
Theſe chings happeningin December Anno Domini 1227, 
In the moneth of February next following, the ſame Arch. 
deacon makes a double Charter tothe Monkes, whether 
in con{ideration of theirpaſling their conſent totheuniting 
the two foreſaid Churches of Hakynton and Terham tothe 
Archdeaconry, or whereforeelſe tome appeares not; by 
the one, conveying to them, with conſent of his brother 
the Archbiſhop, ones decimas de Eylwarton maſores & mis 
mores _ infra limites parochie de ſtanes Capella de Tenham : 
which at this day paſſe by and under the name of dominicall 
ordemeaſne-tithes. 1. Tithes of the demeaſneſle of that 
Mannor, which is now called Yelvertov, By the other, be- 
oagngages for himſelf and his Succeſſors that nothin 
ſhould be donein the Church or Chapell of Hatynton, then 
there built or to be built, to the prejudice of the Church of 
Canterbury, a thing which the late ftirre berweene Arch- 
biſhop Baldwyn and the AHonkes made them fearetull of, 
and therefore cautions, wary and carefull toprevent: and 
therather becauſe the Archdeacon had now ſcated himſclte 
there.

much reſpe&ed him, had (as the Cazoxiſts phraſe it) poſtu- 
lated for their Archbiſhop in the vacancy by the death of 
Richard the great, whoſe relation of the man ſo wrought 
the Pope againſt him, that he was put by it and Edmund 
promoted 
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romoted tothe place. Shortly this Archdeacon founded 
the Hoſpitall of Poore Prieſts 1n Caxterb, whereof enough 
already 1n proper place, and died about the yeare 1248. ha- 
ving been Archdeacon 21 yeares, upon whom Matthew Pa- 
ris beftowes this Epitaph.

Stephanus de Vicenna ſucceeded Simon Langton. So the 
procefſe of the ſuit between his Succeſſor Richard de Fer- 
rings and the Chapter about title of Juriſdiction in the va- 
cancy of the See informs me , which gives a Catalogue of 
the Archdeacons, and the order of their ſucceſlion from 
Simon Langton downto that Richard.

{criniss; faith Harpsfield, and inthe yeare 1416. he was ele- 
ted and conſfecrate Biſhop of Norwich.

The third Rumnoth ©, queſtioned and called before him 
1;hn Biſhop of Saint CAſſaph, as nor legally holding his 
Biſhopricke, being never inducted or put into poſſeſſion by 
hispredeceffor Robert, as the manner was, and of right he 
ſhould have beene, ir being one of the rights of the Arch- 
deacon toinduC@all BB. ofthe Province mtothe poſſeflion 
of their Sees. ; 

The fourth, William Chicheley *, being Archbiſhop Chi- 
cheleys neare Kinſman, was by him made Archdeacon, what 
time he was with the King in the French expedition.

in the Court of Rome - Pope Martix 5. beſtowed the Arch- 
deaconry upon his nephew Preſper de Colwmna, a Boy under 
foureteene yeares of age, and richly provided for before 
by the Pope his Uncle, but not tothe content of the Popes 
avaritions minde ; who ſo prevailed with the King, that

— "BNR Harpsfield, Fox, a Proteſtant, and Pitſcwus, a 
Papiſt , give their ſeverall cenfſures: but cleerely ex diamc- 
trocontrury, and ſotull (1 teare) of partiality, and by their 
reflexion upon the caule of religion, ſoprejudicate, that 1 
leave ittothe moderate to give a temper tothem both, not 
defirous tointerpole my judgement, but wiſhing onely he 
may be cenſured with truth and indifferency.

H arpsfieldin the beginning of Queene Elizabeths reigne, 
being deprived, Edmund Gueſt ſucceeded in the Archdea- 
conry, and ſhortly after, towit Arno 1559. was conſecrate 
Biſhop of Rocheſter, and tranſlated thence to Saljsbary Anno

His next Succeſſor was Edmmnd Freake,both in the Arch- 
deaconry, and alſo in the Biſhopricke of Rocheſter, with 
which latter he held the Archdeaconry in Commendam, un- 
till he wasatterward removed to Norwich, and from thence 
to Worceter, The tore-cited Catalogue will tell you more 
of him.

| Come 1a the next place, according tomy method, toy 
ſpeake of the parochrall Churches in and about the City, 
Give me leave,beforeItreate of themin ſeverall (as I mean 
to doe) to premiſea few things touching themin generall. 
It is but of a very few of them, that I know or have found 
the certaine either time or Author of their foundation,”Bur 
as I ſhall ſhew you thar ſome of them have beene erected 
ſince the Conqueſt : ſo I conceive (and am verily perſwaded) 
none of them (except Saint «Martins) doe much, it atall, 
exceedrhe ſame in age, andthat for many inducements. 
One that before ir our Churches were generally buitt and 
made of Wood, and it is a thing noted of the No»man:, 
that upon their 7zcome they builded their Churches of 
ſtone', Another is that the Saints whoſe names ſome of our 
Churches doe carry will not beareany much greater age, as 
Saint Alphege, S* Dunſtan, S* Edmundthe King and Martyr, 
A third reaſon I have, and I take it from a Deed or Char- 
ter * of Coexulf King of Mercia, and Cathred his brother, 
King of Xext, made to the Abbeſſcand her Nonnes of L:- 
minge, anddated Anzo Domini 804. granting them a cer- 
taine parcell of Land inour City, appertaining ( ſaith'the 
Charter or Lax#-boc) toa Church lituate in the Weſt part 
of theſame, builtin honour of Saint Mary. -Nowno ſuch 
Church is,- or fince the Conqueſt (that I ever found) was 
ſtanding in that part of our City, Whencel interre,tiat the 
face and condition ot our City hathſuffered an utter change 
fince thoſe dayes; and becauſc we read that the Dazes made 
havocke both of people and place in King E:heldreds dayes, 
flayingrthe moſt parrof the one, and buraing and ſpoiling 
all the other+(not ſparing the Cathedral itfelte) I thinke we

could not eafily happen in this certaine kinde of-paymenr,

A Aving now runnethrough thedefcription of the whole 
City, withallparts, and members of the ſame, letus 
inthe next place take notice of the policy whether ſpirituall 
or temporall, whereby the ſame is governed,beginning with 
the ſpirituall, oreccleſiaſticall. 

According to the Ariſtecraticall forme of Church govern-

preſide over the one, as the Archdeacon over the other. 
Afterward upon the revivall of the-c:v4{, and promulgativn 
of the canon-law, ſufficiently repleatewith light and dire- 
Rtions for deciding of doubts, and determination of cauſes 
without needeither of Syzods or Chapters, they begarr by 
little and little to decline, orat leaſt notto:be-ot ſuch ordi= 
mary uſe for the hearing and ending of cauſes, ſucheſpecially 
as 
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as were onely civilland not criminall, as before; and then 
as a more eafie and ſpeedy way of diſpatch the Conſi/toriall 
forme of Iudicature which wee now retaine, exerciſed by 
Officialls,Chancellers, Commiſſaries and the like eccleſiaſticall 
Judges, cameintorequeſt, of whom, in this nation, untill 
about Pepe Alex.z. dayes, no mention atall, in any Record 
with us extantatthis day is (I take it) to be found. I deny 
not the antiquity of Zcclefiecdic;, or Church-lawyers. I 
would not be fo miſtaken, For Igrant (as behoves me) an 
exiſtence of them many hundreds of yeares before, where- 
of the late learned S* Thomas Ridley in his view of the Civill 
and eccleſiafticall law, worthily vindicating their chal- 
lengedantiquity, hath made very fatisfatory proote. Whom 
intheir Office I conceive not much unlike (ifnot the ſame 
that were) the Periodenta; mentioned by Iu/tinianin his Con.

For which cauſe, though I might inſtaccein many parti- 
cular*'favours which ſeverall Archbiſhops graciouſly incli- 
ned to the advancement of their Epiſcopall Conſiſtory , 
have been pleaſed to grant unto their Commiſſaries , ren- 
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pertinent to our preſent diſcourſe of the originall thereof, 
I crave leave to particularize, and it is this, v/z, A courſe 
taken upon and anon afterthe erection of the Commiſlari. 
ſhip, tor the inlargement and bettering of the ſame, by the 
Archbiſhops revoking and calling the Juriſdiction, which 
divers Rectors or Parſons of exempt Churches within the 
Dioceſfle exerciſed, from and out of their quaſi poſſeſlion 
( [urs erenim incorporalia non poſsid:ntur, fed quaſi poſsiden- 
tur |) and conferring or transferring it upou the Commiſſa- 
ry: whereofI finde the following Record1in Chrift-Church.

Now onely a word or twoto ſhew how it came to paſſe 
that the Records of the Conſiftory tall fo much ſhort of the 
originall of the Court, as indeed they do, beginning not 
untiilabout the yeare 1396. above x00yeares atter the ere- 
tion of the Commmiſſariſhip, and then leaving the Commiſſa- 
ry, I ſhall proceed to ſpeak ſomewhat of the Deaxe. 

The cauſe I cannot impute tothe injurie of time conſu- 
ning the Records, becauſe Records of greater antiquity 
are daily ſcen, and frequently and generally extant. As I 
cannot impure it to that, ſo neither will I aſcribe ir tothe 
{loch or negligence of the Regiſters intimes paſt , which I 
cannot, in charitie, preſume upon no better warrant then 
conjecture; although the meanneſle of their places and 
the moveablenefle of the Court in thoſe and latter times 
would readily help to ſupport that ſurmiſe, To theſe cauſes 
(I fay) I willnot attribuce the cauſe of our Courts difabilt- 
tie toproduce the Records of thoſe elder times. Becauſe 
( afrer a hint received from ſome well verſed in Antiquity ) 
ſpending ſoine time about peruſing our Chronicles which 
make mention of the rebellious inſurrection made by Wat 
Tyler and 1ack Straw, happening inthe reigne of Ric. 2. and 
in the yeare of our Lord 1381. by and upon this perufall of 
the ſtory, I found that they and their complices bare an 
eſpeciall hatred and ſpite to Lawyers, infomuch that not 
oncly they waſted and conſumed with fire the Lawyers 
houſes then ſituate neare Templc-barre London; but alſo 
being at, Caterb, and having received kinde welcome and 
intertainment 'of the Townsmen there (ll the people be- 7.0;722. 
ing of their aſſent ) upon their departure, taking their way 
to Rocheſter, they lent their people to the villages abour, 
and in their going chey beat downand robbed the houſes 
of Atvacates and ?recurers ofthe Kings Court and of the 
Archbiſhop, bearing him much nilice for imprifoning 
their Priett, /o#2 BY, a ſ2dicious malecontent and hypocri- 
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ricall Preacher. What ſhould kindle in ther this fire of en- 
vy to Lawyers, is cafily apj rehended if the dritt of this their 
ſeditious rifing be but conſidered, For like the Sroicks of 
old, whoſe hearts were ſet upon a communitie;, whence that 
of Seneca. Homines quictiſs1me viverent ſi hec duo Pronomins 
de medio tollerentur, menm o& tum) a parity aud communitie 
was the thing projected, and the efteCting of a pleveian li- 
bertietheir aime, whereunto they well knew (as who knows 
it not ) that laws and Lawyers were notorious enemies and 
obſtacles: inas muchas meum and tum cannot ſtand with 
community, tor 
84 reneant omnes omnia, nemo ſuum. 

Therefore ſaith one , ſpeaking of this Ball, he perſwaded 
or counſelled them to kill and murder (amongſt others) all 
Lawyers, Infticers, and all manner 1udzes, Magiſtrates and 
menin anthoritie crc, Herewithall, what writivgs or Re- 
cords ſoever they could taſten on where they came (as an- 
other obſtacle ro their projects thriving, which they were 
to remove) they concluded to ſet on fire. Fence was it 
thatat Cambridze, the rabble of them there, breaking up the 
cheſts aud forcing the places where the Recor.lsot the Vni- 
verſitic were kept, without regard had, or difference made 
of any writings , whether Charters, Bulls, Letters patents, 
Statutes or other monuments whatſoever, in the Marker 
place, ſome, other elſewhere they committed tothe flame, 
Now to bring this home to my preſent purpoſe, which is to 
ſhew what is become of our Records of the Conliſtory of 
Caxterb. betore thoſe now extant. Having by this Story 
found how Lawyersand law-records were maliced by theſe 
all-waſting rebells, and conſidering (by comparing of the 
_ that our Reg!/fry takes its beginning-not till awhile 
ſome few yearesatter this rebellion, ( it not being able pre- 
ſently to gather breath again ) and that it was and is the 
Archbiſhops Regiſtry whom they miliced even to the 
death: T cannot but perſwade my ſelf, and in mine opinion 
more then conjecturall it is, that thoſe elder Recordsand 
their Regiſtry bare aſhare with the reſt of the Records and 
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Lawyers houſes w* ſuffered the violence of thoſe Rebells.

Be- 
ſides they were Penitentiariesand Confeſſors for the Clergy of 
theirſeyerall Deanries. They convocated the Clergy to vi- 
| fitations and to the choice of Clerks of the Convocation. Vp- 
on the vacancy of any Church in their Deanry it was uſuall 
with them of old to have the cuſtody of it, that is to col- 
le& the fruits and get the cure ſupplyed, in the name and 
ſteadof the Archdeaconry during the Churches Widow- 
hood or vacancy ; and to that end the one had the Church- 
doore Key delivered him, which upon his induction of the 
new Incumbent, to put him in poſſeſſion of the Church, 
heuſed todeliverhim, according to the manner of giving 
corporall poſſeſſion in thoſe eldertimes obſerved, ſpring- 
ing haply trom thoſelawes inthe Digeſts. /. quaratione, s.9.

in Anio Dom. 1571. runneththus. When the vititation is fiat. 
ſhed, the Archdeacon ſhall ({znifie unto the Biſhop, whom he hath 
found in very Deanry ſo furniſhed with learnzg and jndrement,

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that they may be thought worthy to inſtruct the people in Sermong, 
and to rule and govern others. of theſe the B,ſhop may chuoſe 
ſome, whom he will have rurall Deanes*, Hithertoand enough 
of Rurall Deanes in generall: onely let me tell you, that1 
ſuppoſe they were more in requelt when Eccleliafticall 
Courts were moveable , and kept from Deapry to Dearnry 
( for which ſee the Conſtitution E xcnſs1s. De judicits in Pro- 
vincial.) and when Kurall Chapters , whereof there wetec 
foure more principallin the yeare, each quarter one, were 
inuſe ( for which ſee the Conſtitution 9274 Incontinentie. 
De Conſtitutio. in text, & zloſ. in verb. capitulis rralivns ) 
which rurall Chapters are not hitherto ſo exolete and dit- 
uſed, but that our Archdeacon of Cazterb.every yeare hold- 
eth one, namely about Achaelmas, annually, throughout 
the whole Archdeaconry, which he therefore calleth Gee- 
rale, then which one, though now he do not, yct did he for- 
merly hold more, as is probable, becauſe by the old Compe- 
ſition made between the Archbiſhop and him, his Apparitors 
are in exprefſe words atligned him , pro capitulrs celebrands, 
and for no other purpoſe, 

Now a word or two of our particular Deaze, towhom 1 
finde that former times have had recourſe for his afliſtance 
in many things. The Threaſurer of Chriſt-Church "inthe 
yeare 1257. being unpaid divers rents due by the Church 
renents in Carterb. hires the Deaxes cryer for 125. at toure 
ſeverall times todenounce or publiſh throughout the City 
all ſuch retainers of rents excommunicated: and makes it 
parcellof his demands in his Accompt tor that yeare, w-. 
Preconi Decani Cant. 12%, ut denuntiaret detentores reddituum 
excommunicatos per totam Civitatem &c, His ſeale being au- 
thenticall, he hada hand in many Exemplifications, in ſome 
joyning with other, in other, alone by himſelf. Of which 
I have ſeen of cach ſort not a few. Wherein, eſpecially in 
thoſe ofthe elder ſort, he writes and ſtyles himſelf Decanus 
Chriſti civitats Cant. Forthe ſame cauſe, I ſuppoſe , that

The (sther ) ſeven within Newmeate, In 
them dwell Siward Entfert, and Brihiric, and Goldwine, and 
Hereword, and Willelm, and Wulfgeve, and Alfwine, with (the 
liberties of ) ſace and ſocne as the family exjoyes them, Theren- 
to ts witneſſe Anſelme Archbiſhop , and the family at Chriſt 
Church, and Catveal Portreve, and the chiefeſt men of the ſoci. 
ety. Toſhew (or manifeſ!) this, the family hath one writing (ox 
part) and the ſociety another. 

Not long after, the fingle was changed into a double

courſe of the place. So it is then, that M' Zambardin his theend of this 
Perambulation of Kent, writing of this place, intitles his —_ 
. diſcourſe thereof thus, Herbaldowne by Canterbury, in Sax0n riginall cxa- 
hepebelzpoune, that is, the Hill where the Army was betrayed. Tuncd, 
Hence a man would thinke, (as no queſtion but the infe- 
rence is made by ſome) that M* Zimbard met with that 
Sax#n name of the place in ſome ancient Record or Monu- 
ment of the Saxozs times. And indeed if he did not, he 
was to blame thus in a manner, to affirmeas much. Per- 
emptorily to deny that he did, I will not preſume , bur 
ſkall here propoſe tothe con{ideration of my Reader ſuch 
probable preſumptions tothe contrary ; and that the place 
tooke and gain'd the preſent name of Herbaldowne, from 
other grounds long fince the Saxons times, as, I thinke, may 
givejuſt cauſeof ſuſpition that M* Zambardnever had war- 
rant tor that name from any kinde of Saxoz antiquity what- 
 ſoever. Ihavecolledted them chiefly fromthe ancient Re- 
cords and Evidences of the Hoſpital, there, whereof Arch- 
biſhop Larfranc,in the Conquerors time, was the undoubted 
Founder, which I thinke the beſt and ficteſt Judgesto try - 
and determine this matter, 

But for entry into this diſcourſe, let meintreate you in 
the firſt place, to obſerve with me, that as this name of 
hepebelzpoune hath no groundin Story ( no Chronicle of 
ours that ever I ſaw recording any ſuch occurrence as the 
betraying of an Army, either there, or any where elſe 
thereabouts:) ſo M' Lambard is filent in the inſtancing or 
ſpecifying of any ſuch matter for the illuſtration of the 
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naine, Nextif we conſult Edmerus, wholived a Monk of 
Canterbury in Hen. x. time, and Records the erection of the 
* Pidepsz.#z, Hoſpital there by Lanfranc, and the ſituation of it *, we 

ſhall find him make no mention of the namie of Herbaldowne, 

or of any other proper name itthen had ; not likelyto have 

elcap'd his pen, butthatalſoiteſcap'd his knowledge.

them of, that Iwould rather follow the wiſdome of the Grecians x 
who albeit they efteemed Arrowes the beſt flying weapons, yet 
thought it not amiſſe to hold in uſe ſlinges, and darts. Every 
weapon hath it property; and that which 1 fit for one ſervice, 
not ſo fit for another. The fire-weapons have their advantages ; 
They have alſo their diſadvantages. Their advantage s, they 
pierce all defence of armour, and lighting upon aplace of the 
body , the wound whereof endangereth life , they bring with 
Ppp them 
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them certaine death. Their diſadvantages are, they are not al- 
wayes certaine , ſometimes for want of charging , ſometimes 
through overcharging, ſometimes the Ballet rowling out, ſome- 
times for want of good powder, or of aryed powaer, ſometimes 
becauſe of an ill dryed match, not fit to coale, or not well cocked, 
Befides rhey are ſomewhat long in charging, while the Muske- 
tier rakes downe his Musket, uncockes the match, blowes, 
proynes, ſhats, cafts of the pay, caſtes about the musker, o- 
pens 4# charges, chargeth, drawes out his skouring ſticke, 
rammesin the powder, drawes Out againe, and puts up his 
Skouring ſticke, layes the musket on the reft, blowes of the 
match, cockes, and tryeszt, gardes the pan, and ſo makes 
ready. All which ations muſt neceſſarily be obſerved, if you 
will not faile of the true uſe of a Musket. Inraine, ſnow, foes, 
or when the enemy hath gained the winde, they have ſmall uſe, 
Adae that but oneranke (that & the firſt) can give fire apoy the 
enemy at once. For the reſt behinde, diſcharging, ſhall either 
wound their owne Companions before, or elſe o0te at randon, 
and ſo nothing endanger theenemy, the force of a musket being 
onely availeable at point blancke. Contrariwiſe the diſadvantage 
of Arrowes is inthe weakneſſe of the ſtroke, which # not able to 
enter 4 Curace, that the foote or horſe now uſe. Yet can no wea- 
ther be found, wherein you may not have good uſe of Bowes - 
raine, ſnow, winde , haile , fogs, hinder little (eſpecially the 


ſtring of the Bow being not to wet) nay rather prefit, Becauſe in 


them you can hardly diſcerne, muchleſſe avoyde, the fall of the 
Arrow. As for quickneſſe in delivery the Bow farreexcelleth the 
Mucket. A good ſingle Archer i able to give five ſhot inex- 
change for one of the Musketier , and that with ſuch certainty, 
that you ſhall not heare of an Archer that miſſeth the delivery of 
hi Arrow, wherethe Musketier, eften faileth by reaſon of the 
accidents and impediments before by me rehearſed, Ioyne that 
a whole ſquadron of Archers, being embattailed, may ſhaote at 
once together : which onely the firſt ranke of Musketiers may 
ave; And make the caſe there were a hundred Musketiers, and a 
hundred Bow-men each digeſted into ten files, each file contai- 
wingten men, the Bow-men ſhall be able to ſhaote at once a _ 
7 red. 
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dred Arrowes (all their Arrowes) for ten Bullets given by the 
AMusketiers , namely thoſe ten of the firſt ranke diſcharging 
alone. It muſt not be Ing that rhe Bow and Dmver 

both for marching, and all ſervice, are lighter aud of leſſe labour 
touſe, then a Musket, which is no ſmall advantage in armes 

and fight. To conclude, the Bow-men may be placed behinde the 
armed foate, and yet in gs over the Phalange annoy the ene- 

| my before joyning, and ® all the time of fight, even whilſt they** pur; n$ylla, 
| are at puſhe of Pike, where the Musketier, there placed, muſt 
either idlely looke on, or elſe playing with his Musket, maſt of 

all endanger hs owne friends. Neither is the force of Arrowes 

ſo weake, as s imagined, no not inthe arming of our dayes, For 

the Pike albeit he have his head and body covered, yet are his 

legs, and feete, his armes, and hands open to n—_ : any of 

| which parts being wounded brings a diſability of ſervice. To 

] ſay nothing of his face, and eyes, before which tbe ſhowers of Ar- 

| rowes falling like a tempeſt without intermiſsion, muſt needs 
breed aremedileſſe terror, and make him thinke rather of ſavin 
himſelfe, then neue his enemy. The Musketier being alſo 
eanarmed is as ſubject to the ſhot of eArrowes, as the Archer us 

to the ſhot of the Musket ; and the Arrow touching any vitall 
part, as much taketh away life, as doth the Musket, Lafly a 
horſe.man for his owne perſon (I muſt confeſſe) i ſafe enough 
from the danger of Arrowes by reaſon of his armour,but hts horſe, 

being a faire and large marke, and having neither barbe, ner 
pectorall, zworought elſe to hide bis heador breaft, how can hee 
eſcape wounds ? Witneſſe onr fields in France, where our Ar- 

chers alwayes beate the French horſe, being barbed, and better 
armed, then our horſe are, at this day. And for the bloudy effett 

of Bowes the ſtory of Plutarch « worth the rehearſing. He, in 

the life of Craſſus hath ths : * The Parthians oppoſing the » pjurarch in 
CataphraCtsagainſt the Romane horſe, the other Perſians Crafts. 
galloping here and there diſperſedly, and troubling the 
face of thefield, broke up from the bottome, Hilsof Sand, 

that raiſed infinite duſt, whereby the Romanes loſt their 
ſight and voyce: and thronging together, and thruſtirg 

| one another were wounded , -afd dyed not a ſimple, of 

| PPpp 2 quicke 
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quicke death, but tormented with convulſions and pangs 
of griefe, wallowing up, and downe, in the fand to breake 
the Arrowes in their wounds, or elſe endevouring to pluck 
out the hooked heads, which had pierced veires and fi- 
newes, renting afreſh themſelves, and adding torment to 
torinent: ſo that many dyedin this manner, andthe reſt 
became unprofitable. And when Publizs Craſſis defired 
them once more to charge the CataphraQts, they ſhewed 
their hands nailed totheir Targets, and their feete faſte- 
ned tothe ground, whereby they were unable either to 
flye, orfight. Theſe wonders did the Parthian Bowes, which 
notwithſtanding were not tobe compared to our ancient Engliſh 
Bowes, either for ſtrength, or farre ſhooting. And that we may 
wot ſeeme to rely upon antiquity alone. 4 The battaile of Curzo- 
lare (commonly called the battaile of Lepanto) fouzht in our 
dayes betwixt the Turkes, and Chriſtians by Sea may ſerve for an 
experienceof the ſervice of Bowes and Arrowes. In which there 
dyed of the Chriſtians by the Arrowes of the Turkes above five 
thouſand, albeit they were in Galleyes and Ships, and had their 
blinds pretended to ſave from ſight, and marke of the Tarkes, 
where as the Artillery of all ſorts of the Chriſtians conſumed nos 
ſo many Turkes : notwithitanding the Chriſtians had the vidto- 
ry. Now then for us to leave the Bow, being a weapon of ſo great 
efficacy, ſoready, ſo familiar, and 2s it were ſo domeſticall to our 
Nation, to which we were wont to be accuſtomed from our Cradle, 
Rm other Nations take themſelves tothe Musket, hath nat [6 
much as any ſhew of reaſon. Other Nations may well forbeare 
that, they never had, Neither Italian,nor Spaniard, nor French, 
nor Dutch, have theſe five hundred yeares, beene accounted Ar- 
chers. It was a skill almoſt appropriated toour Nation, By it, 
we gained the battailes of Creſly, of Poitiers, of Agincourt, 
in France : of Navarre, iz Spaine:: By it , we made our ſelves 
fumores over Chriſtendome. And to give it over upon a conceit 
onely (for no experiense can ſay that our Bow was ever beaten oat 
of the field by the Musket ) will prove animitation of Elops dog, 
who carrying apiece of fleſh in his mouth over 4 River, and [c- 


ing the ſhadaom inthe water, ſnatched at the ſhadduw, and left 
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the fleſh. 1 ſpeake not this to abaſe the ſervice of Muskets, which 
all men mutt acknowledge to be great , I onely ſhew, there may be 


200d uſe of Bowes, if our Archers were ſuch, as they were wont - 
which i not tobe deſpaired, and will eaſily come with exerciſe.

notoriouſly to belong tothe conuſance of the Common- 


law at this day, yet with the matters whereof they treate, 


ware anciently in pradice and allowed in Biſhops Courts, 
in this land, amongſt Clerks. My Author, in my judge- 
ment, ſpeakes probably, but his reaſonsare many and large 
his diſcourſe, and therefore (for brevity ſake) Lreferre you 
over to his Booke ®, In caſe this once wereſo, yet time hath 
worneit quiteout of uſe, athing bothat home and abroad 
notorious; for Conarrwvias a late Civilian of Spaine can 
fay, that, asin Fraxce, inreallaQtions, ſoalſoin England, 
inreall, mixt andperſonallactions, by cuſtome here uſed, 
Clerksare convented and compelled to anſwer before the 
ſecular Judge<. A courſe (ashe noteth) that much with- 
drawes them from their calling, and ſuch an one as is not 
knowne to take place in Spaine. Ad rem redco. The Clergy 
of this Kingdome bearing themſelves too much upon this 
priviledge, heretofore dared, and in other parts to this 
day are not afraid, to act and commit many toule and hai- 
nous crimes: the truth of which aſſertion will cafily ap- 
peare by the Story both of the Yexetian Controverſie, and 
of Archbiſhop Becket, who may be rightly ſaid, like aſtour 
Champion, to have ſtood indefence and maintenance of 
this eccleſiaſtical[liberty (amongſt the reſt) uſque ad arm : 

This being one of thearticles, (as himſelfein his Epiſtle to 
Pope A lex. 3. reports) for which he and the King were at 
mutuall defiance viz. That Clerks and religious men might be

quence of this priviledge being ſo bad, and withall the 
peremptorineſle of the men of the Church in claiming it 
as due and derived to them 7ure diving (tor fothey here 
ſometimes did, and in other parts yet doe think of it) have 
provoked many to argueand debate the caſe pro & contra. 
Amongſt which {beſides the controverſie betweene Pope 
Paul. 5. and the Yeretians about it ; and another like diffte-

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ticles that originally were the occaſion of the murder were 
by himfelfe revoked, Soas it may befaid to have prevyai- 
led atthat time, as it were, i» contrad:orio judicio, And 
not onely ſo butafrerward, by degrees, throngh the meanes 
of ſucceeding Archbiſhops (Stephen Langton eſpecially, and 
Boniface, tout Prelates both) backed by the Pope and his 
Canons, itdid take place fo farre, asthat, not onely after 
the publication of H{agna Charta, it was ever conſtrued 
and conceived tobe a Church-liberty », but alſo fithence, 
befide the participation that it had with the reſt of the 
Church liberties in generall in their allowance by the often 
iterated confirmation of that Gravd-Charter, it became at 
length eftabliſhed by many particular Acts of Parliament, 
as Fn of all by thar of the 3.

2. following within 
little more then twenty yeares after the making of the grear 
Charter. The next whereunto (from which we may argue 
the allowance of it) is that of the 4. Zd.r. e.g. Thirdly it 
obtained expreſle confirmation by the Stat. of CAriicul: 
Cleri.g. Ed.2.c.i5.& 16. But my purpoſe being onely in 
this placeto ſhew the A4::7qurie of this —_ and not

which thing cauſed the Kingsſoecager oppugning thereof. 
Now nocourſe or proviſion (that I cap finde) was taken for 
remedying this abule either by the Church or State after- 
wards, untill that Boniface aforeſaid in the yeare 1261. made. 
| Cap. Tm Sta and ſet out a provincial Conſtitution * commanding and in- 
exims 4pe2i- ;oyning Biſhops in their Diocelles toerett and have one or 
» 710-1 more Priſon or Priſons for the ſafe keeping of Clergy-ma- 
leti&tors. Providing withall that if any Clerke be foincor- 
rigible, and accuſtomed tocommit wickedneſle, ſuch as 
for which, it he werealay-man, he ſhould by thelawes of 
the land ſuffer death, that he ſhall be adjudged toperpe- 
cuall impriſonment, &c. This Conft:tutiov , whether tor 
want of execution, or becauſe it was not penallenough, 
did nor atterwards generally ſerve turne to keepe Clerkes 
within. compaſſe, as may be gathered out of the very ſe- 
£2. Ed.1-&p.3. cond Statute * that makes mention of this priviledge, 
Forrhere, to the end the King ſhould not need ro provide 
any other remedy therein, he admoniſheth and enjoynerh 
the Prelates, upon the faith which they owe to him, and

Had not both theſe 
laſt mentioned Stat. and Conſtit, laine neglefted without 
execution, as it ſhould ſeeme (by the preamble of the Star. 
23. H.8.c.1.) they did, they might haply have beene che 
laſt that needed to have beene made of this narure. But 
becauſe they wrought not that good effect which was ho- 
ped and expected, therefore in the 25. of £4. 3. ano- 
ther Stat, (vis. c.4.) is inafted, and (as 1 gather by it) up- 
on this occaſion, viz. Becauſe that Clerkes were ſuffered, 
by Ocdinaries, upon ſlight purgations, to beinlarged and 
diſmiſſed to their incouragement to oftend againe, there- 
fore the ſecular Magiltrats debarred them their Clergy,and 
| ſine deledtu perſonarum, puniſhed them and laymen allalike. 
| Now complaint being made hereof in Parliament by the 
Pcelates, this Stat. was agreed upon and made, whereby 
for redrefſe of the injury offered to the Church and 
Church-men, proviſion is firſt made for the priviledge of 
itandthein, and then inſuetha promiſe made in their be- 
halfe by the then Archbiſhop ot Carr. (S:mon 1/ep) tothe 
King, that he will make aconvenient Ordinance, where- 
by Clericall offenders delivered to the Ordinaries ſhall be 
ſafely kept and duely puniſned, fo that no Clerke ſhalltake 
courage to offend for defaulr of corredion. Thepertor- 
mance of which his promiſe you ſhall finde recorded and 
teſtified by a Succeſſor of his the Author of the, Antiquitates 
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Britannice, in the life of the ſame Simon pag. 244..under 
the yeare of Grace 1351. Asalſo by Horpefeld in his Eccleſ., 
Hiſt.p.532.whoſe ſevere Conſtitution made in that behalte, 
if youdeſire to ſee, althoughyouwill not finde it (I know 
not why) incorporatedinto Lindwoods Provincial, yet is it 
_ extant amongl(t the Provinciall Conftitutions placed and 
annexed at the latter end of the Legatine Conſtitutions, 
in ſome Bookes (in mine Fo/.150.) I muſt therefore why the 
Stat.4. H.4. c. 3. ſhould about yo, yeares afterthe date of 
it, callforſuch a Conftitution, as if it had beene yet un- 
made, and the old promiſe of the Archbifhop not hitherto 
performed. ' Forſo the Stat. intimates, in ſo muchas the 
then Archbiſhop Thomas Arnndell was faine to renew the ' 
' promiſe in Parliament, which notwithſtanding was neither 

by himſelfe nor by any other ſucceeding Archbiſhop per- 
. formed, as is teſtified and avouched by the re Star. 
23. H.8.c.1. And thus much of the firſt part of the Ape- 
phthegme. Inimunitas peperit impunitatens. 

Great now had the patience of the King and State beene 
in expecting the reformation of ſuch abuſes as grew by 
reaſon of this ecclefiaſticall priviledge, and a long time 
had the ſecular arme forborne to apply a temporall, but 
more terrible remedie and animadvgrſion. Sothat now, 
fith neither the former Conſticutionsof the Church could 
keepe the Clergie in awe (as indeed how is it likely they 
ſhould, the Authors of them not having gladii poteſtatem®?>) 
neither the ingeminated threats of applying atemporall 
remedy to curbe their extravagancies, would make them 
andothers, partakers with them intheir priviledge, to be- 
ware, it was now high time toclip thewingsof this maſter- 
leſſe liberty by reſtraint. For untillthe fourth yeare of A.7. 
we ſhallfinde no Act of Parliament that hathany whit dero- 
gated or taken away from this priviledge.- But then (which 
brings onthelatter partof the Apophthegme. F#lia devora. 
vit matrem ) becauſe that in confidence and truſt of the 
priviledge of the Church, divers perſons had beene the 
more bold to commit murder, rape, robbery, theft _ 

| other 
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other miſcheivous deeds, becauſe they have beenecon- 
tinually admittedto the benefit of the Clergie, as often 
as they did offend in any of the premiſſes (as the preamble 
of the Stat. 4. H.7,c.13. runneth) therefore, for avoiding 
of fuch boldnefle, itis enaQted tharthe benefit of Clergie 
ſhall be but once allowed to any perſon not being within 
orders, and that convicted perſons (tothe end, as I ſup- 
poſe, it may be knowne whether they have had their Cler. 
gie once before, ornot) ſhall be marked with the letter 27. 
for murder, or F, for any other fellony, and that to be 
done openly in the Court, before he be delivered to the 
Ordinary. Thus for Lay-clerkes. Now for Clerkes in or- 


ders, italſo provides, that if upon theirſecond asking of 


their Clergie, they have not their letters of orders, or a 
certificate from their Qrdinary witneſſing theſame, ready 
toſhow, or doeproducethe one or the other by a day given 
them by the Juſtices to bring them in, then to looſe the 
benefit of their Clergie as he ſhall doe that is without or- 
ders. 

This Ac (it ſhould appeare) was not ftrift enough to 
bridlethe infolencies of ſome Clergie-men and others that 
bare themſelves upon the priviledge of Clergie. In the 
23d yeare therefore of rhe next King ( 4.8.) his reigne, the 
Parhament having in thepreamble of the Stat. 23.cjuſd.H. 
cap. 1. enumerated many ſeverall promiles iterated and 
made by the prelatesto take courſe within themſelves, and 
by their owne powerand authority without any need of the 
States, helpe to ſupprefle the infolencies of ſuch male- 
factors, as upon confidence of Clergy dared the commit- 
ting of almoſt whatſoever foule enormities and outrages, 
and declared how theſe promiſes were fruſtrate and came 
to none effect, and withall complained of the many abuſes 
of Ordinaries in and about purgations. For remedy, they 
inact that Clergy ſhall be taken quite away from all perſons 
that are not within holy orders, whichſhall commur petit 
treaſon, Wiltull murder, and many the like fellonies, And 


as forperſons in orders, none (faith the Statute) that _ 
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be convict of any the fellonies therein mentioned ſhall be 
ſuffered to make purgation before his Ordinary, but ſhal re- 
maine and abide in perpetuall priſon under the keeping of 
the Ordinarie,unlefle he become bound with ſureties (tuck 
as the Stat. there alloweth and accepteth of) for his good 
abearing, with certaine other clauſes andproviſoes, A- 
mongſt which one is for the degrading of Clerkes convict, 
and ſending them tothe Kings bench, there to ſuffer judge- 
ment to dye, as lay-men. You ſee this priviledge now 
brought pretty low, yetit ſtoopes lower, and now comes 
to bealmoſt quite eclipſed. For belides many ſeverall Acts 
of Parliament * betweene the laſt ſpoken of, and the 28. 
H.8.c.1. taking itaway from divers ſorts of fellonies. By 
this Act of 28. 4.8.1. Clerkesin orders are brought un- 
derthe ſame paines and penalties that others be, which be- 
ing but temporall, and anade to endure onely unto the laſt 
day of thenext Parliament, when that time came abour, 
was by the Stat. 32. H.8. cap.z. as goodand beneficiall for 
the common wealth made perperuall. By which lact Act, 
over and above, in exprefle words, it is decreed that 
Clerkesinorders, inſuch manneras lay-clerkes are wont 
to be, ſhall be burutin the hand for ſuch fellonies as they 
may or onght to have their Clergie for, 

- Thispriviledge being broughtthus low roſe up no more. 
For atterthe laſt mentioned Stat, came that of xr. E4.s. c. 
12. whereaslarge an enumeration is made what offences 
ſhall exclude their Authors of their Clergie, as inthe for- 
mer. Irſuffered yet daily further reftrainr. For atterwards 
Statutes upon Statutes, one at the hecle, and in the necke 
of another take it from this and tother offender, as Ra#als 
Kaltnder, in verboClerey will tully direCt, as alſo will Lam- 
bard's Eirenarcha. pag.540. and ſo forward, to whichlI referre 
you, For 

 Conweniunt cymba vela minoramee. 

And now, to ſet before you that which principally hath 
deveſted and outed the Church of her Juriſdiction over 
ſuchas were atd are to reape benefit by this priviledge, and 
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whereof arein thepreamble expreſſed, amongſt the reſt, 
to be theſe, v/z, the avoyding of ſundry perjuries and other 
abuſes in and about the pprgation of Clerkes convict deli- 
vered tothe Ordinaries ) hath quite taken away purgation, 
untill chat time ever accuſtomed, ordaining withall that 
no man, that ſhall be allowed his Clergie, ſhallbe commir- 
red to the Ordinary, but preſently enlarged (after allow- 
ance of Clergy and burning inthe hand :) Providing nevyer- 
thelefle thar the Juftices, for the Offenders further cor- 
retion, may retaine him in priſon foratime. Thus have 

ou ſeene how this priviledge hath declined and beene 
brnnals downe tothe preſent deſpicable condition where- 
initis withus atthis day. Remaines ſo meane, asby them 
the once flouriſhing cttate of it will hardly gaine beleete.

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PREFACE: T O 


THE READER. 


RW” 22 T is the obſervation of ſome anci- 


ent Philoſophers (who allo prove 
Þ it by divers good arguments) that 
(@) all men,for the moſt part, have a 
/ naturall defireto immortality. Bur 
this we all know by common approv'd experi- 
ence, that Mas that i borne of a Woman t« of ſhort 
| continuance. He commethforth like a Flower and it 
cut downes he flyeth alſo at a ſhadow and continueth 
ot. Some therefore who knew not of any other 
world after this, in defence of natures wayes 
and providence, maintained;that ſhe had in ſome 
manner ſatisfied the defire of man in making him 
generative. Nam quodammodo ipſe putatur vivere, 
cujmu progenies vivit, (For that man in ſome ſort wa 
bethought yet alive, whoſe progeny # living) as 1 

may ſay in the words of Caſsiodore with little al- 


teration. But if there be any immortality in this,, 
it 
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itcan be butan immortality of the body, not of 
the minde, the beſt and chicfeſt part of man, 
The immortality of the minde (all that it is capa- 
ble of ifi this werld, which though it be not im- 
mortality properly, yet may certainely much 
conduce to allay the complaints of mortall men 
concerning their ſhortneſle of life) doth, as I 
conceive, elpecially depend from that Memoria 
preteritorum, and Providentia futurorum, (Re- 
membrance of things paſt, and Forefight of things 
z0 come) which the Latine Orator ſpeakes of. 

As for the firſt, he certainly that knowes no 
more of the world (the time of a mans life be- 
ing ſo ſhortasitis) then what hath happened in 
his time, though he. may be in yeares,. and per- 
chance very old in regard of his body, . yet ih: re- 
gard of his minde and knowledge, he can be 
accounted but a yery child. Which is the ver 
anſwer that an ancicnt Egyptian Prieſt and Anti- 
quary gave to Soloy concerning the Greczans of 
histime : that they were all, the beſt and ancien- 
teſt of them, but very babes and children. And 
his reaſon was, becauſe none of them could ſay 
any thing of the ſtate of their owne countrey be- 
yond their owne and their fathers memory : 
whereas the Egyptians, out of their ancient holy 
Records, could tell them many memorable 
things, both concerning Greece in generall, and 
the Rate of their then famous Athens in particular, 


for 
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for many hundred, if not thouſand, of yeares © 
before. If therefore a man living in a place of 


note, can by his induſtry, out of undoubted Re- 
cords and Monuments (if ſuch be the happy con- 
dition of the place, that itafford them) certainly 
finde, what have beene the ſeverall both materi- 
all alterations (as in reſpe& of buildings, and the 


like) and hiſtorical events , that have happened 
to it for divers ages before, and can deriye the 


preſent times and places that he lives in, by a 
continuall ſeries of chances and alterations from 
ſuchor ſuch a beginning, Idoe not ſee (if know+ 
ledge be granted to be the life of the loule, as the 
ſoule is the life of the body )but he may reckoa his 
yeares according tothe proportion of. his know- 
ledge, accounting himſelte to have lived ſo many 
yeares, as he isable truely and hiſtorically to give 
an account of, - . | 

Now for that other part of immortality , 
which is Providentia futurorum, even this hath 
ſuch dependance of the former, a that he har is 
well vers'din the knowledge of things paſt, may 
probably foreſee what will happen in time to 
come, As forexample; It was no difficult thin 
for one of the ancient Grecians (wholived in the 
dayes of *Pythagoras, and was one of his Audi- 
tors) having obſerved the courſe of the world, 
and whar had already hapned to Greece it lelfe, 


and to other places in that kinde, to foretell of 
Ds old 
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old Greece, then flouriſhing, that the time would 
come when it ſhould be the ſcate of Ignorance 
and Barbariſme ; as it is at this day. Vpon the 
ſame grounds of former ages experience,did ano- 
ther of theancients both foreſee and foretel,above 
a thouſand yeares before any ſuch thing happen- 
ed, the diſcovery of a new world, in theſe re- 
markeable words of his: | 
===-=======—-Wentent ann 
Seculaſeris, quiburOceanus 
Vincularerumlaxet, © ingens 
Pateat tellus, Tipbyſque novos 
Detegat orbes ; necfitterru 
Vitima Thule. 

As the knowledpe of ancient things is _ 
fo is the ignorance as ſhamefull, and oftentimes 
expoles men to the ſcorne and contempt of ſtran- 
gers. Tully relates of himſelfe, that being ſent 
with authority to Syracuſa, a quondam renowned 
City of Sicilia, for his owne private ſatisfaction, 
he enquired of the chiefeſt of the City about the 
fepulcher and monument of their famous Archi- 
medes ; who ( through ſhamefull ignorance of 
their City-Antiquities) denyed' that he had any. 
But Tully knowing the contrary by what he had 
read, and by good luck remembring ſome cer- 
taine verſes that mentiongd' ſome particulars of 
his monument, whereby jt might be knowne 
from others, taking along with him thoſe- vene- 

rable 
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rable blocks (who, as ordinary worldly men, had 
no care but for their profit, no curioſity but for 
their belly) he repaired to the place, being neer 
the City-gates, where ancient ſepulchers and 
monuments were moſt frequent, and ſo negle- 
Red ( whereby you may judge of the temper of 
the Inhabitants) that they were almoft all over- 
growne with thickets and buſhes. Butthe place 
being cleered by men that were on purpoſe-ſet on 
worke, hefound at laſt by helpe of the fore-faid 
direftions, the monument that he ſought, with 
the very markes (a Sphera, and a Cylinarw) and 
che inſcription (though now halfe worne our, 
more through negle& then age) that he looked 
for. And ſo, tothe great ſhame of thatCity, and 
the inhabitants thereof (noted abroad'for their 


luxurious life and great exceſle in all worldly 


things) concludes with theſe upbraiding inſul- 
ting words : Ita nobiliſsima Gratis civitas, quonda 
Verd etiam dottiſsima (uicivn unin acutiſsimi monys 
mentum 'ignoraſſet, nifi ab homine Arpinate didi- 
ciſſet. As if a man ſhould ſcoffingly objec ro us 
here. of Canterbury, that he was faine to come 
out of }/ales or Scotland, of purpole to ſhew us 
the monument and place of buriall of ſome one 
of our famous Abbats, or renowned Archbiſhops, 
whoſe credit, and bounty, when living, had re- 
dounded much tothe honour and benefit of the 
City. 
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For theſe and the like reaſons, my thoughts 
and affetions having ever much inclined to the 
ſearch and ſtudy of Antiquities, (to which allo 
my particular calling did in ſome manner leade 
me) I have more particularly, as bound in dut 
and thankfulneſſe, applyed my ſelte to the Anti- 
quities of Canterbury, the place of my birth and 
abode. And to me this was a ſufficient motiye 
why Iſhould of all other places delireto know 
the antiquities and former eſtate thereof, But 
why any man elſe, that is an Engliſhman, ſhould 
have the ſame deſire, other reaſons may be given, 
very conſiderable, if I be not much deceived , 
as ft the Antiquities thereof. Antiquities due 
and proper Epithete is, venerable. Now the in- 
tereſt which our City hath in that venerable badge 
and cogniſance is not. unknowne : it being ac- 
knowledged {or one of the moſt ancient Cities in 
the Kingdome. Qujacivitas Cantnarie eſt una de. 
antiquiſsimu urbibus Anglie, is no other language 
then is frequently found in the Charters, and ſuch 
private Atts of Parliament, as ( making that a 
maine motive to the grant) have cenveyed any 
Favour,or Franchiſeto the City or Citizens. Se+ 
condly, the great fame and repute that it had a- 
broad, for reaſons that will appeare by this Trea- 
tiſe: and thereupon the great relort of ſtrangers 
from all nations under heaven, (which in proba- 
bilitie gave occaſion to the proverbe of Canter- 


bury- 
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bury-tales) tothe number ſometimes, as ſhall be 


ſhewed, of a hundred thouſand at once, Butthe 
Chiefe reaſon, in my judgement, oughtto be, be- 
cauſe from thence firlt the faith of Chriſ# was pro- 
pagated and derived unto other parts of the 
Realme of Evnelana, after the Saxons our fore- 
fathers were become Lords and poſleſſors of it. 
When the Romans had conquered Greece, they 
did not uſe them as they did other nations com- 
monly by them ſubdued, bur with all love and 
reſpect, Athens eſpecially, which they had in ho- 
nour (ſay ancient Geographers of thoſe times ,) 
and, in token of their reſpect, ſuffered them to 
enjoy their ancient lawes, liberties and forme of go- 
Vernment, as though they had not beene conque- 
red. Tully gives the reaſon. Cam ei hominum genert 
prefimm non modo in quo ipſa fit, ſed etiam a quo ad 
alios perveniſſe putetur humanitas ; certe its eam po- 
tiſsimum tribuere debemus, a quibu accepimus. And 
doe not all piouſly-aftected Enzli/h owe lo much 
honour ju ane 4 tothe place, from whencethe 
light of Chriſts glorious Goſpell firſt ſhined unto 
their fore- fathers, as to deſtre to be acquainted 
with the preſent and paſt eſtate of it ? 

I have ſpoken cf religion onely, but I might 
adde humanitatem, learning and good litcrature 
too. For with religion came learning: and in 
the dayes of Theodorw the ſeventh Archbiſhop of 


Canterbury, (if puvlike (chooles wherein all good 
a Arts 
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Arts and Sciences, philoſophy eſpecially, are lear- 


nedly taught and profeſſed make an Yuiverfiy) 


Canterbury was afamow YVniverfity : yea, and was 
afterwards a patterne (as ſome have written and 
publiſhed) for theereion and foundation of a 
famous Ysiverfity in this land. 

This worke is chiefly colle&ed from old Ma- 


#uſcripts, Leiger-bookes and other Records of cre- 


dit, exhibited tro me for the moſt part by the 
Treaſury of our (/athedrall , which, as it exceeds 
moſt of the Realme, if nor all, in beauty, ſtate- 
lineſſe, and magnificence of building, ſo in this 
particular kinde of unvaluable treaſure,is,as Icon- 
ceive, inferior unto none. With the helpe of Spors 
Hiſtory of Canterbury mentioned of Baleaw, and 
of Tohn Twines colle&tions of the Antiquities 
thereof ſpokenof by him in his Commentaries, de 
rebus Albionicts, We, could I but have gotten 
them, Iſhould perchance have brought the work 
ro more perfection : but with the helpes I have 
had, I have done my beſt endeavour that nothing 
might be ſtrange or unknowne that carries with 
it any ſhew of Antiquity, either in the Church, (as 
the moſt eminent place of all) or in the City and 

Suburbs thereof. | 
It the Worke may not deſerve thine acceptance 
(courteous Reader) for it (elfe, let then the Authors 
love to Antiquities, his thankful intentions to- 
wards the place of his birth, education and preſent 
| | abode, 
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_ abode, and the encouragement of worthy friends 
ſerve for his Apology. If otherwiſe it give thee 
ſome content, and mine endeavours prove accep- 
table untothee, ſhall defire thou wouldeſt be 
thankfull cothem, without whoſe helpe, asI had 
not beene able, ſowithout whoſe encouragement 
I had neither beene willing, thus to: have adven- 
tured forth in publike, as namely Do&or Caſau- 
bon, one of the Prebendaries of this Church, and 
Thomas Denne Eſquire : to whom, for their great 
and ready favour and furtherance herein, I 
were conſcious of much ingratitude and want of 
ingenuity, if Iſhould not acknowledge my ſelfe

As the Saxons of old <called Kent, 
Can-zap-laned (1. the Countrey of the men of Kent: ) 
So the name which they gave to this our City was Canc- 
papa-byp1g (i. the Kentiſh mens City, Court, or Borough: ) 
A name well agreeing with that of Cair-Keyt, or Cary- 
Kent (the City of Kent) as Nenn:iws and the Britaines cal- 
ledit. Whattime the Romane Empire extended it ſelfe 
hither , it was of them called Daurovernum ; haply from 
the Britiſh, Darwherz, rendred by my Author*, a ſwift 
River, ſuch as our Stoure is: or elſe (asone 8 will) from 
Therowbourne, becauſe of the Rivers running through the 
City. With very little variation from which Romane 
name, you may finde that ourelder Hiſtorians, Bede, and 
others called it Dorovernia, and Dorobernia: and that you 
ſee before, inthe yeare $10. was called Antiquum woca- 
bulum ; andyetlong afterwards inuſe, even untill that of
